Heady or not, here 

comes the march

I n the midst of public controversy for three 
years now, the Millennium March on Wash¬ 
ington - hosted and developed by the Human 
Rights Campaign - is fast approaching, and both 
march organizers and their opposition say they 
are interested to see how the event will go. 

Scheduled for Sunday, April 30, MMOW has 
been under scrutiny since 1997, and the criti¬ 
cism continued in 1998 when 
a group called the Ad Hoc 
Committee for an Open 
Process took out 
full-page ads in 
, the 


Washington Blade, demanding public input 
into the march’s agenda. The march - also 
sponsored by the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community Churches - 
first billed itself as an event with a “faith 
and families” focus, angering many in 
the LGBT communities who said they 
also deserved representation, even if 
they weren’t religious and 
didn’t have children.

Gentrification and law enforcement 
contribute to increase in hate crimes 

LGBT violence 
report released

W hile violent crime rates plum¬ 
met around the country and 
politicians take credit for their 
safer cities, the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender population contin¬ 
ues to suffer in the shadows of mis¬ 
leading statistics. 

Anti-LGBT violence was particu¬ 
larly brutal last year, according to a re¬ 
port released by the National Coali¬ 
tion of Anti-Violence Programs, un¬ 
veiled by Community United Against 
Violence last Thursday, April 6. 

At a news conference at the 
Women’s Building, CUAV staff mem¬ 
bers pointed out that while murder 
rates fell nationally, murder against 
LGBT people increased dramatically, 
with California seeing a 200 percent 
increase, second only to Houston’s 
-500percent increase. gggggp 
Additionally, while anti-LGBT as¬ 
saults were down, the violence occur¬ 
ring within these assaults was up, with 
more weapons^ more surround tac¬ 
tics, and more targeting of people 
rather than property. 

“The year 1999 was a year of trag¬ 
ic ironies,” said Tina D’Elia, CUAV’s 
hate violence survivor program direc¬ 
tor, who noted that based on the real¬ 
ities of the statistics, not enough was 
being done to train police officers on 
hate crimes and disqualify the homo¬ 
sexual panic defense in courts. 

For the Bay Area, those realities 
look like this: 325 incidents were re¬ 
ported in San Francisco for 1999, 
down 18 percent from the 395 inci¬ 
dents reported in 1998. However, 60 
percent of those assaulted last year 
were seriously injured, a 20 percent 
increase from 1998. Approximately

one in four assaults involved weapons 
such as baseball bats, bottles, and 
knives, a jump from one in every five 
attacks in 1998. Perpetrators went to 
great lengths not only to harm their 
victims, but to break their spirits, with 
verbal assaults accompanying most 
attacks, and 24 percent of the inci¬ 
dents involved multiple attackers and 
a lone victim. Seventeen percent of 
the attacks involved a perpetrator that 
had assaulted the same victim in the 
past, with 6 percent of the victims re¬ 
porting 10 or more assaults by the 
same attacker. 

Transgenders saw a 20 percent in¬ 
crease in assaults. Eighteen percent of 
all anti-LGBT crime in San Francisco 
involved transgenders, and perhaps 
most disturbing, 50 percent of the 
perpetrators were law enforcement of¬ 
ficials.

Dangerous decibels:

I f you raise the issue of hearing loss 
and music, experts quickly bring up 
the name of one organization and 
one woman: HEAR and its executive 
director, Kathy Peck. 

Peck co-founded the San Francis¬ 
co-based Hearing, Education, and 
Awareness for Rockers 11 years ago. 
HEAR’s Web site gets 5,000 hits a day. 
The nonprofit organization fields calls 
and e-mails from every corner of the 
globe. Amazingly, its entire operation 
is run from an office in Peck’s home 
and aside from Peck, there is only one 
paid staffer. 


Peck found the Bay Area Reporter’s 
survey of dangerous decibel levels in 
San Francisco dance clubs alarming 
but not surprising. “One scientist doc¬ 
umented decibel levels from amplified 
music as high as 140 decibels,” says 
Peck. Ironically, In Defense of Animals 
has staged a series of demonstrations 
against U.C. San Francisco for expos¬ 
ing monkeys to 140 dB.

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Why eight colors now fly 
over Harvey Milk Plaza

O nce upon a time, in the far¬ 
away land of ancient 
Greece, in a mythical story 
queerly foreshadowing a true tale 
of late 1970s San Francisco, some 
Greek polytheistic pagans wor¬ 
shipped with innocent idolatry a 
very diverse group of deities, in¬ 
cluding one rather minor but very 
special goddess by the name of 
Iris. 

Like her male god counterpart 
Hermes, Iris served as a simple 
messenger to the many whimsical 
gods and goddesses who out¬ 
ranked them on the lofty slopes of 
Mount Olympus. 

Hermes of the Greeks was said 
to be a gamely god - called Mer¬ 
cury by the equally heathenish 
peoples of pre-mono-God Rome 
- and certain admiring more 
powerful gods favored him with a 
custom-made set of winged sil¬ 
very sandals, designed of course 
to speed him on the many errands 
they would delegate to him. 

Yet no simple air courier was 
the grandiose goddess Iris. Not to 
be outdone by some silver lame 
sandals, this feisty grrl-god had 
the vision thing, and used it to 
plan her inaugural entrance for 
her first assigned posting to the 
people, thought by some histori¬ 
ans to be a warning from the gods 
against the ignorance of homo¬ 
phobia and other fear-based prej¬ 
udices against people who seemed 
a bit queer, or just plain different. 

Iris, said to be pagan and egal¬ 
itarian to the core, was a little 
miffed that she was “somehow 
overlooked” by the male-domi¬ 
nated higher-ups when they were 
handing out the wings. Naturally, 
the goddess Iris had potent pow¬ 
ers over the forces of nature her¬ 
self - especially when slighted by 
the new macho elite. Wasting no 
time, and borrowing her inspira¬ 
tion from the wonders of nature 
herself, in a flash of genius, Iris ex¬ 
posed a secret of the gods - the in¬ 
finitely diverse spectrum of col¬ 
ors, secretly hidden in every beam 
of light cast to Earth by the sun. 

She commandeered the light, 
refracting it as her palette against 
the canvass of the sky. It was the 
first rainbow, and quicker than a 
ray of light, she used it as a bridge 
to deliver herself to the mortals, 
and back to Olympus again. 

Like all the other gods and 
goddesses of yore, Iris fell into ob¬ 
scurity for a long time, and their 
very existence came to be consid¬ 
ered myths, their stories passed on 
by revisionist storytellers over the 
generations. 

But according to some of the 
surviving evidence, the Greek and 
Roman gods and goddesses have 
merely toned down their image 
for awhile, and for them, the 
many glorious colors of the rain¬ 
bow continue to symbolize the 
warning they sent to the earthly 
mortals on the goddess Iris’s first 
rainbow, often summarized in the 
1970s with the saying, “We’re 
here, we’re queer, get over it.” 

In 1978, Gilbert Baker, a long¬ 
time San Francisco activist, artist, 
and designer, created the rainbow 
flag which has since become in¬ 
creasingly renowned throughout 
the world as a universal symbol of 
the diversity of gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender, queer, and ques¬ 
tioning people, and also as a sim¬ 
ple call for a recognition of their

equality with all people. 

Unable to incorporate the infi¬ 
nite colors of the rainbow in his 
design for a flag for the burgeon¬ 
ing gay rights movement, Baker’s 
original design included eight col¬ 
ors, in eight simple horizontal 
stripes. 

Later, chiefly due to the fact 
that printing technology in the 
late 1970s only permitted up to 
six colors on a flag that was to be 
mass-produced, two of the origi¬ 
nal eight colors - fuchsia and 
turquoise - were reluctantly 
dropped. 

But this is the year 2000, and 
thanks in great measure to $3,000 
from the Castro Street Fair, Baker 
has gradually begun restoring 
pink and turquoise to the rainbow 
flag; today eight colors gloriously 
fly over Harvey Milk Plaza at Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets in San 
Francisco. 

“The flag is a monument to 
Harvey. It’s of Harvey’s time. He 
would remember that there were 
eight colors originally,” Baker said. 

“I was really grateful to the 
Castro Street Fair, especially 
Steven Gaynes, the president, and 
particularly to Leigh Christo¬ 
pher,” Baker said. 


These days, in addition to 
other skills and talents, Baker 
identifies as a “vexillographer,” or 
flag scholar. Unquestionably an 
expert on the rainbow flag, he ex¬ 
plained to the Bay Area Reporter 
that his original eight-color de¬ 
sign for his rainbow, as with Iris’s, 
was based on scientifically mea¬ 
surable forces of nature. 

Specifically, Baker noted, the 
number eight carries weight not 
only in the field of genetic science, 
but also in the increasingly visible 
world of gender politics. 

“There are eight possible ge¬ 
netic pairings [chromosomes] be¬ 
tween men and women. Or, in 
other words, there are eight pos¬ 
sible sexes,” the flag creator said, 
quickly adding that, “I would rec¬ 
ommend that everyone should try 
sex in eight different ways.” 

Baker is opening an exhibit 
about the rainbow flag in Rome, 
Italy on July 1. He said the mes¬ 
sage of the flag has universal ap¬ 
peal. 

“I love that straight people as 
well as gay people find the flag in¬ 
spirational,” the artist noted with 
pride. “It is a symbol of liberation 
and hope. And it feels good to 
look at - it’s a spiritual symbol.” ▼ 


Transgender history focus 
of Stanford panel tonight

HH he notion of transsexualism 
1 has an intricate history, and 
S the advent of sexual reas¬ 
signment surgery has played a 
crucial role in the development of 
gender variation acceptance. 

Addressing this history as it re¬ 
lates to the formation of trans¬ 
gender identity, community, poli¬ 
tics, and academics is a panel of 
distinguished guests at a unique 
forum that takes place at Stanford 
University tonight (Thursday, 
April 13). 

Stanford, the site of the second- 
ever American clinic for sexual re¬ 
assignment surgery (the first was 
Johns Hopkins University in Balti¬ 
more), will examine transgender 
evolution both locally and nation¬ 
ally, beginning at 7 p.m. in build¬ 
ing 320, room 105 on campus. 

Joanne Meyerowitz, a profes¬ 
sor at Indian University, will pre¬ 


sent “An Overview of Transsexual 
History in the United States,” and 
researcher Dr. Susan Stryker will 
handle “The Bay Area’s Transsex¬ 
ual History.” 

Because transsexuals must go 
through a process whereby they 
are diagnosed with “gender dys¬ 
phoria” in order to receive 
surgery, Allucquere “Sandy” 
Stone, a professor at the Universi¬ 
ty of Texas, will present “The 
Stanford Gender Dysphoria Pro¬ 
gram - An MTF View,” and ac¬ 
tivist Jamison Green will address 
“The Stanford Gender Dysphoria 
Program - an FTM View.” 

Before the panel, Stryker will 
host a forum about the research 
behind the Bay Area transgender 
presentation, at 4:15 p.m. at the 
Humanities Center Annex. ▼

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Pride vendor fees soar

M sa community, lesbians, gays, 
jbisexuals, and transgenders 
I f m tend to make their own rules 
and ethics, but here in San Francis¬ 
co, some say that it’s beginning to 
look like Pride may be one of the 
seven deadly sins after all. 

When repeat vendors received 
their applications for booths at 
this years Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
and Transgender Pride Celebra¬ 
tion, some were shocked to find 
that their fees had soared .from 
whatthey paid in 1999. 

“We didn’t realize it until we 
started filling out thc : paperwork,” a 
longtime vendor told'the Bay Area 
Reporter . The vendor opted to de¬ 
crease his company’s participation 
so that his fees would not double. 

A look at the vendor application 
shows that vendors and exhibitors 
pay a minimum of $800 for space 
at both days at “It’s About Free-

$200, according to Teddy Wither¬ 
ington, Pride’s executive director. 
That means this year’s increase is 
anywhere from $300 to $1,300 for 
those locations. 

“We’re charging a lot more for 
corner and prime spaces this year 
because last year we had far more

dom,” the Pride Parade and festival 
that runs in the city on Saturday, 
June 24 and Sunday, June 25. A 
space for just Sunday, the day of the 
parade, runs $650. And these are 
just for random locations. 

To choose an exact space in the 
less populated areas, a vendor 
adds a $100 plotting fee to the 
above price. For a prime space, a 
vendor adds $500 to the overall 
fee. For a prime space that is also 
on the corner, a vendor adds 
$1,500 to the fee. 

Last year, corner spaces and 
prime spaces ran only an extra 


vendors wanting those spaces 
than we could accommodate,” 
Witherington told the B.A.R. 

But rather than give those 
spaces on a first-come first-served 
basis, Witherington said, “Being 
our 30th anniversary, it’s our 
biggestyear ever. Our budget is big¬ 
ger, and every part of our income 
has to pay its rightful part in fi¬ 
nancing the parade. Exhibitors and 
sponsors all have to pay their part.” 

Things look a little better if 
you’re a nonprofit, as those orga¬ 
nizations receive discounts and/or 
free space.

A s is typically the case in the 
absence of hard data, there’s 
been a lot of hype about the 
concept of STI, or structured 
treatment interruption, in the 
context of HAART, or highly ac¬ 
tive anti-retroviral therapy.

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selling your own stuff, fees are 
$400 for both days or $295 for 
Sunday. But corporations are 
charged a flat rate of $5,000 and 
tend to get better locations be¬ 
cause they can afford it. 

“The whole gay pride business 
is going corporate. It favors up¬ 
scale businesses, so small vendors 
- especially women and minori¬ 
ty-owned businesses - get left 
out,” said the disgruntled vendor, 
who refused to give his name. 
“The parade here has become 
about money, and it’s an anathe¬ 
ma to the spirit upon which pride 
was founded.” 

In smaller celebrations around 
the country, the fees aren’t nearly 
as steep. A Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
pride vendor pays $50, for in¬ 
stance, although there aren’t al¬ 
most 1 million potential shoppers 
there. But even in Atlanta - the 
fourth largest pride celebration in 
the country - vendor fees are $500 
for three full days, a substantial 
difference considering three days 
at San Francisco’s cheapest rates 
would run at least $1,200. 

Witherington, however, main¬ 
tains that businesses should pay 
more in order to finance the pa¬ 
rade and lower the cost for non¬ 
profits and community groups. 

“Overall we’re looking at 
under a 20 percent increase across 
the board on vendor fees,” said 
Witherington. “This is the largest 
event in the state and the rewards 
for exhibitors are larger than any 
other event.” 

And* he added, “We’re always 
open to discussing with individ¬ 
ual vendors their concerns.” T

Michael W. Blevins, D.D.S. 
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M.E. says man likely 
died of heart attack

J eff Goring, the 35-year-old 
San Jose man who collapsed 
and died at Club Universe 
February 13, likely died of a heart 
attack, according to San Francis¬ 
co Medical Examiner Dr. Boyd 
Stephens. 

“It’s almost like Sherlock 
Holmes.” Stephens told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We had to elimi¬ 
nate everything else.” Stephens 
said Goring had an enlarged heart 
and evidence of long-standing 
damage to some of the muscle 
fibers that make up the heart. 
Stephens said there was also evi¬ 
dence that hypertension may have 
been a contributor to Goring’s 
death. Stephens said Goring had 
told his mother he had been diag¬ 
nosed with high blood pressure. 

There is no evidence drugs 
played any role in Goring’s death. 
No drugs or alcohol were found in 
his system and Goring’s friends say 
he didn’t use drugs. Goring suffered 
a history of asthma but Stephens 
said he could find no evidence asth¬ 
ma contributed to his death. 


Questions were first raised just 
after Goring’s death over whether 
the club employees waited too 
long to call an ambulance. 
Stephens said it may be impossi¬ 
ble to know whether any delay 
would have made a difference. “I 
don’t know if he was dead when 
he hit the floor,” said Stephens. 

Club Universe’s events manag¬ 
er, Audrey Joseph, said a club secu¬ 
rity guard first came in contact 
with Goring on the club’s stage 
dance floor at 2:40 a. m. The guard 
began CPR on Goring before he 
was carried to the side hallway. 
Three doctors who were in the club 
also assisted in CPR. A 911 call was 
made by the club at 2:48 a. m. 

Joseph said some delay is under¬ 
standable considering the confu¬ 
sion of events and because the near¬ 
est phone is at the front of the club. 
Goring was being attended to in the 
hallway in the back of the club. 
Goring’s friend, Marco Ninjares, 
was with him when he collapsed 
and believes club employees, doc¬ 
tors, and paramedics did everything 
they could to save Goring’s life. 

Stephens told the B.A.R. some 
delays are understandable. “Peo¬ 


ple are people,” he said. But 
Stephens added that emergency 
help should be called immediate¬ 
ly if someone is in need of CPR. 
“If someone needs CPR, they 
need paramedics,” said Stephens. 
“It’s like someone with a fire in 
their house who tries to put out 
the fire on their own. You call the 
fire department first.” 

Goring’s close friend, Steve 
Cohen, has been sharply critical of 
Club Universe. “By waiting they 
didn’t give him his second 
chance,” said Cohen. “Everyone 
has the right to that chance. 

“Was the delay out of igno¬ 
rance or out of neglect? That’s the 
question.” Cohen believes if the 
club acted out of ignorance, club 
management should educate 
workers of the importance of call¬ 
ing 911 immediately when some¬ 
one is unconscious and not 
breathing. If they believe the club 
acted under neglect, Cohen said 
Goring’s family should take the 
matter up with an attorney. T

T hose arcane little amend¬ 
ments adding “sexual orien¬ 
tation” to the list of folks 
protected by anti-discrimination 
laws may not seem as sexy or ex¬ 
citing to some people as it was 
about 20 years ago, when gay and 
lesbian activists first began work¬ 
ing to amend California’s Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. 

But at ground zero, in certain 
corporate hallways and board 
rooms, when a gay man is casually 
called “a queer,” or simply fired in 


apparent retaliation for being a gay 
man, those amendments matter. 

On Monday, April 10, attor¬ 
neys for William Fike, a top sales¬ 
man for the world’s largest manu¬ 
facturer of wire and cable prod¬ 
ucts filed suit in San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court accusing his em¬ 
ployer of discrimination based on 
sexual orientation and age. 

Fike’s lea<^ attorney on the case, 
Geoffrey Kors, of the Law Offices of 
Wotman, Kors, & Cloutier, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that while the 
California Labor Code had previ¬ 
ously included some protections

Bill Hirsh takes over at ALRP

L ongtime disability rights at¬ 
torney Bill Hirsh has been 
named executive director of 
the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, the 
agency’s board of directors an¬ 
nounced this month. Hirsh takes 
over for Irwin Keller, who left the 
agency earlier this year to pursue 
an off-Broadway career with the 
Kinsey Sicks, a dragapella beau- 
tyshop quartet. 

A 1986 graduate of Golden 
Gate University Law School, Hirsh 
most recently served as executive 
director of the Mental Health As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco. He 
also had served as directing attor¬ 
ney for the Mental Health Advo¬ 
cacy Project of the Santa Clara 
County Bar Association Law 
Foundation. He has over 10 years 
of experience in community- 
based nonprofit organizations. 

“All my work has been with 
nonprofits. For me, it’s an effective 
way of promoting social change,” 
Hirsh said. “What we do here in 
the ALRP is help get people with 
AIDS appropriate legal represen¬ 
tation. We provide the highest 
quality we can with the limited re¬ 
sources that we have available.” 

As the leading provider of legal

services to people with HIV in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, ALRP 
was one of the nation’s first orga¬ 
nized responses to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. The agency was formed by 
a committee of Bay Area attorneys 
who met in the early 1980s to help 
fill the needs of people hospital¬ 
ized with varying AIDS-related 
illnesses. Formed in 1983, ALRP 
has handled over 35,000 legal 
matters. Today, it employs a staff 
of 11, including five in-house at¬ 
torneys and coordinates a net¬ 
work of 600 volunteer attorneys. 

According to Hirsh, the legal 
needs of people with HIV/AIDS 
has dramatically changed. In the 
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past, lawyers were needed only to 
draft wills and provide durable 
power of attorneys. Nowadays, as 
people living with HIV live longer 
and continue to be part of the 
work force, Hirsh pointed out that 
there are other issues that need 
legal attention. 

“The epidemic is not over and 
the need to protect the legal rights 
of people affected by HIV and 
AIDS has not ended,” Hirsh ex¬ 
plained. “Housing, healthcare, 
employment, and family law mat¬ 
ters have moved to the forefront 
of the legal arena for ALRP 
clients, and ALRP’s legal services 
have expanded to meet the needs 
of our clients.” T

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Marching to nowhere 


n just over two weeks, thousands of les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender peo¬ 
ple will converge on Washington, D.C. 
for the corporate-sponsored Millennium 
March on Washington. Many who are going 
probably will enjoy the multitude of events 
that are planned for the days leading up to 
the April 30 march, but many more in the 
LGBT community have stated that they will 
not attend, and we support their decision. 

MMOW has been fraught with contro¬ 
versy since it was unilaterally called by the 
Human Rights Campaign and the Universal 
Fellowship of Metropolitan Community 
Churches in 1997. There has been virtually 
no community input in planning the march; 
few community meetings and almost no 
publicity about them meant that few people 
showed up. Organizers then said people 
could use the Internet to cast ballots for is¬ 
sues the march should take up. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, MMOW organizers have disregarded 
these votes from the community - and this 
process didn’t even take into account input 
from people not wired to the Web: their 
views haven’t been heard by anyone. 

People of color within the LGBT com¬ 
munity have been given the short end of the 
stick in planning for MMOW, which by its 
very nature has been controlled primarily 
by wealthy white gays and lesbians. 

More troubling is that MMOW lacks any 
cognizant reasoft for people to march. All the 
previous marches on Washington - in 1979, 
1987, and 1993 - had a purpose. And they all 
operated under the process of representative 
democracy. People across the country felt in¬ 
volved. They were motivated to make the 
marches successful. This time the process has 
been elitist and disempowering. There has 
been no opportunity for meaningful input 
from local groups or activists. 

There seems to be no purpose for this 
year’s event, and if there is, organizers haven’t 
articulated it well because few in the com¬ 
munity, aside from ardent supporters of the 
event, can name a single unifying reason to 
pay $1,000 to fly across the country to send 
some sort of symbolic message to political 
leaders. In fact, few politicians will even be in 
Washington, D.C. on a Sunday since most 
leave the capital on weekends. Not only that, 
but the politicians who need educating about 
our issues - namely Republicans - almost 
certainly won’t be attending. 


Most of all, however, we can’t support the 
march because organizers have steadfastly 
refused to open their financial records. Ac¬ 
tivists and others have repeatedly called for 
financial accountability and that has not 
been forthcoming. We won’t know until 
long after the march is over how 
much was spent and for what. We 
agree with many activists who 
harbor suspicions that some peo- 
pie will inappropriately profit ^ 
from the march, or perhaps al¬ 
ready have. We don’t know because 
no one can get access to the records. 

That there have been countless resig¬ 
nations from the MMOW exec¬ 
utive board speaks volumes 
about the lack of a common vi¬ 
sion for the upcoming event. 
Representatives from the progressive Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force and the Na¬ 
tional Youth Advocacy Coalition resigned. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the National Black Gay and Lesbian 
Leadership Forum, Pride at Work, BiNet USA, 
It’s Time America, the National Stonewall De¬ 
mocratic Federation, and the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Black and White Men Together all 



have refused to support the march. 

Naturally, one group who doesn’t support 
us is expected to show up in full anti-gay re¬ 
galia. Fred Phelps and his entourage of gay 
bashers likely will be out in force, carrying 
their “God Hates Fags” placards in front of 
the TV cameras, which will be only too happy 
to oblige in spreading Phelps’s message 
of hate and intolerance to millions of 
homes on the evening news, giving 
that message a sense of legitimacy that 
it doesn’t deserve and merely feeding 
into Phelps’s overblown ego. 

Instead of participating in MMOW, 
we urge readers to spend the time 
and money doing something 
productive for the LGBT com¬ 
munity. Donate to nonprofits 
that work to end gay violence, 
or those that provide programs for LGBT 
youth or programs for people living with 
HIV/AIDS. Volunteer at one of the many 
community organizations that work tireless¬ 
ly - and often on shoestring budgets - to 
combat the homophobia that is still present 
in our society, even right here in the Bay Area. 

Save your money. Don’t go to the march. ▼ 
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Greed kills gays in El Salvador

I n El Salvador, Raymundo, a 27-year-old 
gay man, lies in a bed in the ward in one 
of the country’s public hospitals. Ray¬ 
mundo had a North American boyfriend, 
Frank, who spent a year in the capital city 
of San Salvador working in the travel in¬ 
dustry in 1993. Frank, who lives in Los An¬ 
geles, also has AIDS and takes an expensive 
combination of anti-retroviral medications 
which keeps him in good health. But Ray¬ 
mundo, who now weighs 90 pounds and 
suffers from a variety of opportunistic in¬ 
fections, is just waiting to die. “I can’t swal¬ 
low, I can’t eat, my mouth is full of fungus,” 
he says. His country does not provide him 
with any anti-retroviral medications, citing 
the cost of over $700 per month. 

Raymundo earned $280 a month as a 
factory worker sewing together brand name 
shirts for a U.S. company that will sell the 
shirts for $65 each in New York. In any case, 
Raymundo hasn’t worked in two years since 
he began to get sick. When not in the hospi¬ 
tal, he lives with his mother and three 
younger sisters in a one bedroom apartment 
near San Salvador’s downtown section. 

Raymundo does not blame Frank for his 
situation. “I just didn’t know that much 
about AIDS. We fell in love and I didn’t ever 
even think about using a condom. But I wish 
that my country would treat me better. I 
would have liked to have had a life.” Ray¬ 
mundo has photos of himself with Frank 
from seven years ago. Both are mustached 
and muscular, wearing sleeveless T-shirts 
and jeans. There is no resemblance to the 


skeletal figure that lies in the bed in front of 
me. Raymundo was 19 at the time, Frank 26. 

Raymundo and Frank continue to write, 
and Frank was to have come for a visit last 
Christmas. “I told him, please no,” said Ray¬ 
mundo. “I couldn’t stand for him to see me 
the way I look now.” 

Only a few kilometers away from Ray- 
mundo’s hospital bed are all the medica¬ 
tions that could help him recover from 
his infections. But they are locked in 
the closets of the international 
pharmaceutical companies who 
produce them. Most of the compa¬ 
nies are based in the United States. 

Because of international trade 
agreements and lobbying efforts 
by the U.S. government, 
prices for medications to 
treat AIDS have not 
dropped significantly and 
remain out of reach for 95 percent of the re¬ 
gion’s populations. 

In neighboring Guatemala, gay men are 
afraid of revealing their HIV status to health 
workers. “I must hide the fact that I have 
AIDS from my family,” says Mario, who 
comes from a traditional Roman Catholic 
family. “But if they knew I was gay, they 
would throw me into the street.” But Mario 
knows that as he gets sicker and sicker, it 
will be harder and harder for him to hide 
his condition from his family. In 
Guatemala, it is very common for people 
with AIDS to be thrown out by their fami¬ 
lies. If they are gay, the situation is likely to 
be even worse. 

Douglas Lara, a young Guatemalan who 
works as an AIDS educator, was my host dur¬ 


ing a recent visit to that country. “It is a 
shame,” he says, “in the U.S. these medica¬ 
tions are readily available, but who in 
Guatemala can afford to pay $700 per month? 
Corporate greed and international indiffer¬ 
ence are killing the gay men of my country.” 

The stories of Raymundo and Mario are 
not exceptions. Every year about 1,500 gay 
men die of AIDS in Central America. Most 
of them are under 35, and most of them die 
horrible deaths from untreated opportunistic 
infections that wreak havoc on their bodies. 

Only in Costa Rica does the health 
care system provide anti-retrovi¬ 
ral medications to all those who 
need it. 

In Honduras, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, and Nicar¬ 
agua, only about 5 per¬ 
cent of people living with 
AIDS have access to anti¬ 
retroviral medication. 

The AIDS revolution and the availabili¬ 
ty of medications has dramatically changed 
the lives of gay men with HIV in the Unit¬ 
ed States and Europe, but there has been lit¬ 
tle or no change soiith of the border. ▼

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Still shouting 

I would like to add my contribution to Ed Walsh’s 
series [“Dangerous decibels: Dancing till deaf,” March 
30, April 6], 

In the 1980s I was a weekend deejay for four years 
at a gay bar. Needless to say, I loved the job which 
began as a transition from having been a patron and 
dancer for several years. 

I made the transition to the booth from the dance 
floor where I and friends would dance the night away 
in front of the speakers, or on them, before I noticed 
any symptoms of daily hearing loss. There were nights 
I left with “ringing” in my ears and thought nothing 
of it. Mostly it was gone the next morning. 

During the fours years that I spun behind Plexi¬ 
glas, I wore one headphone ear cup over my left ear 
and the other behind the right. Like anyone in the 
club scene I liked the music “throbbing.” Anytime a 
club wants “throb” from a poor sound system, the 
volume goes up. Afterwards, I was often asking 
friends in conversation to repeat themselves. I left 
clubbing and spinning behind at the beginning of the 
1990s. I often said I was bored with the music. In my 
best interest, I went less and less. I continued to go to 
concerts, scoring floor tickets and good seats but 
often right in the path of the “sonic boom” performed 
by some of those bands. Many concerts left me with 
ringing in the ear, and it would take longer to go away. 

My attention on my lost hearing began when a 
friend noticed my first response to anything not said 
directly to me became, “What?” 

I now have persistent tinnitus, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. I had a test recently proving a 40 
percent loss of hearing in my left ear. 

More and more retail shops and restau¬ 
rants have forgotten music as background. 

I have left jobs and a field of work I en¬ 
joyed because the music blended with 
everything else and created too many con¬ 
flicts of concentration as my hearing de¬ 
generated. 

I can attest to social isolation because 
of my hearing loss. An annual Christ¬ 
mas party with co-workers at a high- 
profile Market/Castro restaurant a few years ago 
where the volume of conversation and music excelled, 
left me speechless. I am not a lip-reader, and have not 
acquired a hearing aid yet. That evening, among peo¬ 
ple I knew for several years, I could not hear the 
words from across the table, or the people right in 
front of me. Nothing was decipherable to my left. The 
conversation coming from the right was the only one 
I could participate in and not misidentify words or 
context. I stayed quiet not wanting to compete and 
shout and initiate any conversation that I could not 
maintain. 

The result is I still like music and it’s fun to share 
musical interests. When I was younger, public space 
that included my friends, myself, good laughs and 
conversation while playing the music we liked was the 
norm. Now, I have no choice but to separate these 
likes; listening to my music working alone or unin¬ 
terrupted, while talking with friends at full attention 
requires a “library” setting. 

In a loud environment I do not want to be among 
those people shouting to be heard. Yet even when the 
background is quiet, because of tinnitus (ringing in 
the ear) my voice compensates and projects louder 
believing something is raising the volume. I some¬ 
times am still the one shouting.

Bathhouses: Golden 
prevention opportunity 

It is certainly essential that the city take all neces¬ 
sary steps to ensure that its Department of Public 
Health respects the special needs of lesbian, bisexual 
and transgendered women [“LBT health forum,” 
Mailstrom, April 6.] But one is left only to wince when 


Mayor Brown, Public Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
and Supervisor Leslie Katz are hosting the gig in light 
of how they’ve addressed gay men’s health. 

Instead of relying on the science, Brown, Katz, and 
Katz made San Francisco the largest city in the Bay 
Area to ban gay bathhouses based on top-down hys¬ 
teria tinged with homophobia. There are no studies 
that show either way whether the presence or absence 
of gay bathhouses has any effect, positive or negative 
on HIV seroconversion rates. 

It is said that one half of phenomenon are intu¬ 
itive and the other half counterintuitive. As the De¬ 
partment of Political Health bureaucrats danced to 
Brown’s rightward re-election tune and nixed revisit¬ 
ing the baths (unlike some decision-makers who trav¬ 
el to San Jose and Berkeley for their pleasures), they 
just might have passed up a golden prevention op¬ 
portunity to intervene in the optimal place. By doing 
nothing, they possibly put more lives in danger. 

Public health was intended to extinguish rotten 
political control over health issues with the oxygen of 
objective science - but not in a San Francisco under 
Brown’s control.

This corrupt surcharge heartlessly targets the 
rights of lower-income people who have just as much 
right to cancer, emphysema, or halitosis as the rich 
do. The failure and ultimate hypocrisy of the gay es¬ 
tablishment to see that the right to recognition and 
equal legal acceptance of their loving unions is syn¬ 
onymous with the basic human right to have equal 
access to highly addictive, toxic substances. That in¬ 
discriminate human rights violations against a mi¬ 
nority, outrageous surcharges and the banning of 
smokers from bars and restaurants are not only tol¬ 
erated, but supported by a minority is akin to gypsies 
helping Nazis kill Jews. 

Worst of all this hurts the tobacco giant profiteers. 
Billions of dollars are made everyday, worldwide as 
more people discover the powerful attraction of pure 
smoking satisfaction. America and gay-marriage ad¬ 
vocates should be proud that the influence of com¬ 
panies like Philip Morris continue the patriotic capi¬ 
talist tradition of economic colonialism, anti-envi- 
ronmentalism, and genocide-profiteering. 

Access to tabacco’s rich, mellow flavor, numerous 
toxins, poisons, carcinogens, addictive substances, 
and pure satisfaction has to remain alongside same- 
sex union recognition at the forefront of the GLBT 
rights campaign. 

A minority who is as un-American as the queer 
anti-smokers are cannot look to heterosexual Amer¬ 
ica for recognition and acceptance until they recog¬ 
nize and accept that tobacco is as American as as¬ 
bestos and DDT-laced apple pie.

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Gore and Bush camps 
look to veep candidates

T hough both presumptive 
presidential nominees con¬ 
tinue to play down the idea 
that they are already looking at 
potential vice president candi¬ 
dates as they continue their re¬ 
spective campaigns for the White 
House, both Vice President Al 
Gore and Texas Governor George 
W. Bush reportedly have already 
put together a short list of possi¬ 
ble running mates and both will 
likely have decided well before the 
GOP meets in July in Philadelphia 
to officially make Bush their nom¬ 
inee and the Democrats meet in 
Los Angeles in August to ratify 
Gore as their presidential 
standard-bearer. 

Gore has quietly put 
together a handful of ad¬ 
visors, headed by former 
Secretary of State War- 
ren Christopher, to 
help narrow down the 
veep list to no 
more than 
three finalists. 

Currently, 
there are as many as six “real possi¬ 
bilities,” according to Gore strate¬ 
gists. They include Energy Secre¬ 
tary Bill Richardson, a Latino; 
Florida U.S. Senator Bob Graham; 
Indiana U.S. Senator Evan Bayh; 
Connecticut U.S. Senator Joseph 
Lieberman; California U.S. Sena¬ 
tor Dianne Feinstein; and Califor- 
^jS^oyepipr Gray Davis. In addi¬ 
tion,mere are reportedly at least 
half a dozen long shot possibilities 
for Gore to chose from. 

Some political prognosticators 
say that Richardson is almost 
surely at the top of the Gore short 
list, because he would draw well 
among Latino voters that could be 
crucial to winning tossup states 
like Illinois, Florida, New York, 
and California. A Richardson can¬ 
didacy, however, also carries some 
possible liabilities since his home 
state of New Mexico has only five 
electoral votes, and as energy sec¬ 
retary, Richardson would proba¬ 
bly be held responsible if the 
volatile gasoline price situation 
does not calm down soon. If gaso¬ 
line prices are high or higher 
going into the August convention, 
Richardson could be out of the 
veep running, leaving Graham 
and Bayh as the favorites. Gra¬ 
ham, in particular, would help 
Gore carry Florida even though 
Bush is thought to now be slight¬ 
ly ahead there, due in part to the 
fact his brother JebBush,is gov¬ 
ernor and presides over a strong 
GOP state organization. 

As for California, Gore knows 
he must carry the state if he is to 
win the White House and Davis - 
enormously popular here - on the 
ticket would all but ensure Cali¬ 
fornia’s 54 electoral votes. Howev¬ 
er, some claim that Gore could 
win California without Davis and 
would be better advised to look 
elsewhere for a running mate 
where another person could be of 
help to the Democratic ticket. 

Feinstein comes into play as a 
veep choice only if the Republi¬ 
cans put a woman, possibly Eliz¬ 
abeth Dole, on the ticket when 
they choose a vice presidential 
nominee a month before the De¬ 
mocratic convention. 

As for the Republican Party, 
most think that Bush is now look¬ 
ing very long and hard at Penn¬ 
sylvania Governor Tom Ridge, 


particularly if retired General 
Colin Powell continues to say he 
would turn down an offer as.the 
GOP running mate. Powell has 
repeatedly said he isn’t interested 
in the veep slot but would like to 
serve as secretary of state in a Re¬ 
publican administration. Gover¬ 
nor Ridge, who would be instru¬ 
mental in helping win Pennsylva¬ 
nia’s 23 electoral votes, also has 
some liabilities. Namely, he is pro- 
choice on the abortion issue, fa¬ 
vors some gun control, and is 
thought to be a “moderate” on is¬ 
sues like gay rights. Ridge, howev¬ 
er, is a Catholic and could be help¬ 
ful in strengthening Bush’s appeal 
to voters of that faith and help 
undo any lingering dam¬ 
age from Bush’s infa¬ 
mous visit earlier this 
year to Bob Jones 
University, a South 
Carolina school with 
a long history of 
anti-Catholic bias. 
Some of Bush’s far 
right, Christ¬ 
ian Coalition 
backers are re¬ 
portedly warn¬ 
ing him that any pro-choice can¬ 
didate is totally “unacceptable”, 
and he may eventually turn to 
Elizabeth Dole, former Defense 
Secretary Richard Cheney, Okla¬ 
homa Governor Frank Keating, 
or Florida Senator Connie Mack. 

Still, there are many who feel 
that when all is said and done Bush 
might be forced to offer Arizona 
Senator John McCain the vice 
presidential slot. Although McCain 
told CNN as recently as this past 
Sunday that “under no circum¬ 
stances” would he seek or accept 
the vice presidential nomination, 
many feel he would be obligated to 
accept if the spot were offered. If a 
Bush-McCain slate were to lose to 
Gore in November, McCain would 
immediately become the Republi¬ 
can to head the GOP ticket in 
2004, and not a candidate (Bush) 
who had the chance but lost. As 
unlikely as a Bush-McCain ticket 
may sound since the two reported¬ 
ly detest each other (so did John 
Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson), 

I am among those who think that 
the Republicans will eventually 
leave their July convention with a 
Bush-McCain ticket. 

It’s only a guess, but I’m pre¬ 
dicting that it will be Bush-Mc¬ 
Cain versus Gore-Graham in No¬ 
vember, and if that is not the case, 
forget you read it here. 

Presidential politics 

George W. Bush, flip-flopping 
once again on the sensitive issue 
(sensitive for Bush, the darling of 
the Christian right) of meeting with 
gay Republicans, supposedly has 
just such a meeting on his Austin 
schedule today (Thursday, April 13). 
Bush is again signaling that he is fi¬ 
nally ready to reach out to gay and 
lesbian Republicans, but only on his 
terms, which means that Rich 
Tafel, the popular executive direc¬ 
tor of the national Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, is not among those 
scheduled to meet with Bush. When 
I asked one respected gay GOP ac¬ 
tivist who the Bush camp was lis¬ 
tening to, if anyone, I was told that 
the only “known gay person” that 
Bush’s people trust or want any¬ 
thing to do with is Washington, D.C. 
City Councilman David Catania, 
already a Bush supporter. 

Anti-gay evangelist Pat 
Robertson, said to be calling

more than a few shots in the Bush 
campaign, last week said that a 
moratorium on the death penalty 
is okay. He acknowledged that it 
isn’t always applied fairly, and this 
should be welcome news in Bush’s 
Texas, a state with more execu¬ 
tions than any other.

And as for that column in the 
weekly rag that tagged Board of 
Education member Juanita 
Owens as an “untrustworthy les¬ 
bian Latino backroom operator” 
- you’re full of it. Owens, a re¬ 
spected educator, is a heck of a 
candidate and despite the fact that 
(according to the column) she has 
the support of “pretty much the 
entire Democratic party establish¬ 
ment,” the woman is the best can¬ 
didate in the 5th District and will 
most likely be elected this fall. 

Gay rocker Elton John, whose 
Elton John AIDS Foundation has 
generated more than $18 million in 
the U.S alone, as well as additional 
millions of dollars worldwide, will 
be honored this Saturday night, 
April 15, in Los Angeles by receiv¬ 
ing the Vito Russo Award from the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. The award is given to 
gay entertainers for contributions 
to combating homophobia. 

Out of the .great state of Texas 
comes word that only a year after a 
Marshall, Texas police chief de¬ 
fended the use of terms offensive 
to blacks (“porch monkey” and the 
“N” word were used) Governor 
Bush named him to head the Texas 
Commission on Law Enforcement 
Officer Standards and Education, 
a powerful state agency that over¬ 
sees the state’s law enforcement 
training. Bush, naturally, claims 
that he was “not aware” of his ap¬ 
pointee, Charles Williams’s past 
comments. When asked last week 
about his previous racial com¬ 
ments, Williams told reporters that 
he didn’t mean to offend anyone, 
but defended this thoughts, saying 
“you just have to show me where 
it’s even a racial slur; it just de¬ 
pends on how it’s used and who it’s 
used toward.” Well, okay. 

Finally, in a ruling last week on 
the parental rights of same-sex cou¬ 
ples acclaimed as the strongest to 
date, the New Jersey Supreme 
Court declared that lesbian part¬ 
ners who raise children have the 
same legal rights of any parent 
when deciding custody issues. The 
New Jersey court unanimously 
ruled that a lesbian who helped 
raise her then-lover’s twins was a 
“psychological parent” with legal 
standing akin to the biological 
mother, and granted the woman 
visitation now that the couple has 
split up. Legal advocates for gay and 
lesbian rights praised the ruling as 
the broadest to date in cementing 
the rights of same-sex partners. Y

Past the shame

11 s the religious holidays ap- 
jfjl proach, I realize that I have 
iFfl grown devout. My atten¬ 
dance used to be sporadic, but 
lately - somewhat in response to 
recent surgery -1 have been going 
three or four times a week. It is 
meditative and affirming. I go 
through the stations-mindful of 
my own gratitude. And when I 
leave, I feel spent and renewed. 

I am, of course, talking about 
the gym. There I bow before the 
weight machines and genuflect in 
repetitions that build my delts 
and my lats. I fall to my knees to 
work my abs. Before the chin bar, 
I am humble. Even when I’m the 
only one working out, I never feel 
alone at the gym. 

Ironic as it sounds, while 
working my body in a weight 
room I most transcend my physi¬ 
cal self. With Zen-like awareness 
of my movements and breathing, 
I achieve a mental erasure of all 
earthly concerns. At times, I ap¬ 
proach prayer. 

If sacred spaces are those that 
bring a person closer to inner 
peace and a sense of the divine, 
then the gym is the most sacred 
indoor space I know. 

Then, a couple of weeks ago, 
my sanctity and peace were vio¬ 
lated in a one quick flash. 

I took little note of her the first 
time I saw her there, but then, and 
it may have been the third or 
fourth time our workouts over¬ 
lapped, I really looked - and knew 
what I had seen. I could not shake 
her from my head as I tried to 
continue in my routine. 

Now, when I go to work out, I 
am distracted, hoping she won’t 
be there. I dread what I might say 
to her. I feel my sense of purpose 
and my inner calm slipping. 

She is about my age, I think. 
About my height too. She makes 
eye contact with no one and ar¬ 
rives already plugged into her 
Walkman. As she steps to the sta¬ 
tionary bicycle, the Stairmaster, or 
any other machine designed for 
an aerobic workout, she pulls a 
magazine from the plastic bag she 
carries. She does not read Vogue, 
nor thumb through People. She 
devours this month’s Bon Appetite 
as the Spandex tights she wears 
sag off her frame. I try not to pass 
judgment, but I know too much. 

All I want to do was scream 
“Go away. You are destroying my 
sanctuary.” 

You see, she is beyond devout. 
She’s a zealot, a modern day ascetic. 

She is anorexic. 

And how do I know? Because I 
have been to that land of skin-and- 
bone, and I have returned to the liv¬ 
ing, healthy and whole. As a recov¬ 
ered anorexic, I know every telltale 
sign, and to see a woman that deep 
in the disease is to know how much 


pain and denial she must be in. 

So, what I really want to say to 
this woman is, “I hope you find 
your way out of whatever abyss 
you are in. I’m sorry for you. You 
are starving yourself of so much 
more than food. I do still remem¬ 
ber how hollow I felt when my 
Spandex sagged. It wasn’t easy 
finding my way out, but it sure 
has been worth it!” 

Worth it because, in retro¬ 
spect, I can see that my own 
anorexia was linked to my fear of 
my sexuality. In fact, the 
biggest factor in my re¬ 
covery was, clear and 
simple: coming out. 

Don’t get me wrong, 
it was not my lesbian¬ 
ism that caused my 
conflicted relationships 
with food and with my 
body. It was my 
struggle to find 
comfort and con¬ 
fidence in my sex¬ 
uality - in my case, homosexuali¬ 
ty - which caused me to shut my¬ 
self down, and shut the love of 
others out: Furthermore, when I 
did finally come out, there was no 
overnight cure to the patterns I 
had developed around food; un¬ 
doing those took longer than my 
first relationship with a woman. 
Nor did I immediately drop the 
discomfort I felt with my own 
body after my first lesbian kiss. 

However, there is not doubt in 
my mind that my coming to terms 
with my sexuality made recovery 
from my eating disorders possible. 
Coming out was my first acknowl¬ 
edgment of an appetite - my sexu¬ 
al appetite. It allowed me to loosen 
the stranglehold I had on my 
caloric appetite. I let myself listen 
to my wants, needs, and hungers. I 
finally let myself indulge! 

Perhaps my struggle explains 
my skepticism toward religious 
doctrines that encourage - or de¬ 
mand - sexual repression. Worse 
still are those who suggest that de¬ 
sires - and in particular, homosex¬ 
ual desires - are evil or unnatural. 

I learned the hard way that my 
homosexuality is as necessary to 
my survival as food is. I proved my¬ 
self capable of denying my urge for 
food - but was it healthy? So, don’t 
go asking me to deny my equally 
natural sexual desire. Health has to 
do with self-acceptance and mod¬ 
eration - not denial. 

So, if I believe that my physical 
starvation was my Freudian way 
to suppress my sexual appetite, is 
it fair to assume that everyone 
else’s disordered eating mirrors 
their discomfort with their own 
sexual appetite? 

Well, not quite. But, every time 
I see someone who is anorexic, I 
know that she is at war with her 
own body, that she must have 
some body image issues, and I 
have a strong suspicion that there 
is a repression of some desire. 


And, well, yes, I do often suspect 
a battle against sexual desires. 

We know that queer youth are 
at higher risk of alcoholism and 
suicide than their heterosexual 
counterparts. Are they at higher 
risk for eating disorders? Studies 
do indicate that even though 
anorexia and bulimia are general¬ 
ly seen as women’s diseases, gay 
and bisexual men have a higher 
rate of these patterns than their 
straight peers. And what about 
dykes and bisexual women? Given 
the narrow constraints 
of gender and the taboos 
on queer sexuality, the 
struggle with sexual re¬ 
pression and body image 
linked to anorexia and 
bulimia seem ripe for 
queer women. 

So, how come so few 
of us are talking 
about struggles 
with eating disor¬ 
ders? How have we 
built on our understanding that fat 
is a feminist issue? Where does 
skinny fit in? How about starvation? 

Here are some thoughts on 
why there is so much silence about 
anorexia and bulimia in our com¬ 
munity: 1) Shame. 2) The belief 
that we aren’t supposed to be in¬ 
fluenced by the culture of Cosmo 
and traditional standards of beau¬ 
ty. 3) Shame. 4) We, as lesbians, are 
supposed to value women’s bodies 
and see beyond conventional stan¬ 
dards of beauty. 5) Shame. 6) We 
are liberated and, therefore, com¬ 
fortable with our sexual appetites 
- right? 7) Shame. 

The belief that an eating disor¬ 
der is a self-inflicted condition 
makes the shame hard to shake. 
Also, the conditions show some 
race and class bias for middle-to- 
upper class white girls/women. 
And, if I’m not mistaken, so does 
our visible, privileged lesbian cul¬ 
ture. It seems to me that in some 
segments of our community, the 
incidence might be quite high - 
over-achieving, high school per¬ 
fectionist, lesbian jocks who were 
elected to student council ... 
hmmmm. Sounds familiar. 

It’s not a pretty subject, but I 
am past my shame. Then in 
comes Stairmaster Girl and I am 
seeing a chapter in my own life - 
a chapter I might still be in if I had 
not let myself love and be loved. 
Maybe it’s because I’ve weathered 
the storm of starving myself to 
rattle-your-ribcage asexuality that 
I am so at peace at the gym. It is 
where I am closest to my own per¬ 
sonal miracle, my recovery. It is 
my version of being born again. 

It took a kind of faith to let go, 
to trust my body to its own ap¬ 
petites - god-given appetites, at 
that. Today, I give thanks for those 
hungers. I rejoice in feeding those 
hungers. 

I can only wish that discovery 
for my friend on the Stairmaster.V

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi's sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 


HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered; 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed^ (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, adl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. x 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 

medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 

you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. uininrnT 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

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What role have bars 
played in gay history?

April 21, 1966 (34 years ago this 
month): Three gay men stage a 
"sip-in" to challenge New York's 
anti-gay liquor laws. 

B ecause of two nights of riot¬ 
ing in June 1969, the 
Stonewall Inn is the most fa¬ 
mous gay bar in the world. But 
bars played an important role in 
gay male life and community¬ 
building throughout much of the 
20th century. 

In the early 1900s, a major mi¬ 
gration of Americans from the 
country to the city occurred. Most 
of these migrants were looking for 
economic opportunity. But some 
who were conscious of their 
same-sex desires were also seeking 
freedom from family scrutiny. For 
these young queers, urban water¬ 
ing holes provided a public venue 
in which they could find potential 
lovers and friends and ease their 
feelings of isolation. 

Many of the earliest bars cater¬ 
ing to a gay clientele emerged out 
of prohibition-era speakeasies 
with large queer followings. In San 
Francisco, Finocchio’s first opened 
in 1929 as a speakeasy, became 
legal in 1933 with the lifting of 
prohibition, and soon evolved into 
a drag bar that came to epitomize 
gay social life in that city. Finoc¬ 
chio’s, which closed in late 1999, 
was one of many bars that helped 
gay and lesbian people develop a 
sense of belonging to an under¬ 
ground culture and community. 

World War II was a pivotal 
moment in the development of 
gay bars. Large numbers of randy 
soldiers and sailors on leave de¬ 
scended on cities like New York, 
Los Angeles, and San Francisco 
looking for places to have a gay 
old time. As a result, gay bars 
flourished, even though military 
leaders tried to crack down on 
service members to keep them out 
of clubs like Finocchio’s. After the 
war, many gay men chose to re¬ 
main in these port towns and cre¬ 
ated enclaves in which bars served 
as community centers. 

Because bars were the hubs of 
gay social life, Harry Hay and his 
compatriots went to Los Angeles 
clubs in 1950 to recruit members 
for their new gay rights group, the 
Mattachine Society. Still, some 
“homophile” activists frowned on 
bar culture. Jaye Bell, an early 
president of the Daughters of Bili- 
tis, thought bars merely fostered 
despair. “Only the people with 
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real strength can fight their way 
out,” she wrote in The Ladder. 

But, in fact, gay political ac¬ 
tivism germinated in many post¬ 
war bars. Some state liquor au¬ 
thorities prevented the sale of al¬ 
coholic beverages to “sexual de¬ 
viants,” a policy that resulted in 
organized crime members operat¬ 
ing numerous gay bars while 
bribing police to look the 
other way. Police raided 
bars that didn’t pay up, 
and newspapers printed 
the names of arrested pa¬ 
trons. Persistent police harass¬ 
ment of gay bars led to an 
increased political 
sense among many 
bar owners and cus¬ 
tomers that gays were 
an oppressed minority. 

In 1951, for example, Sol 
Stoumen, owner of the Black Cat 
in San Francisco, refused to pay 
bribes to the police and risked los¬ 
ing his liquor license. Instead of 
caving in, however, Stoumen re¬ 
peatedly took his case to the 
courts, amassing legal fees of 
more than $38,000. 

Stoumen wasn’t alone in his 
acts of defiance. One of his em¬ 
ployees, Jose Sarria, entertained at 
the Black Cat in drag and at the 
end of his set would lead patrons 
in the song “God Bless Us Nelly 
Queens.” Sarria’s action was revo¬ 
lutionary, one patron averred, be¬ 
cause “the vice squad was there. 
They used to come in and stand 
around and just generally intimi¬ 
date people. We were really not 
saying ‘God Save Us Nelly 
Queens.’ We were saying ‘We have 
our rights, too.’” 


In 1962, owners and employ¬ 
ees of several gay bars in San 
Francisco formed the Tavern 
Guild, an alliance to combat ha¬ 
rassment of bars and their clients. 
The Tavern Guild printed and cir¬ 
culated a booklet called the 
“Pocket Lawyer,” which advised 
gay men what to do if arrested. 
The guild’s activism inspired 
the founding of another 
early gay rights organiza¬ 
tion in that city, the Society 
for Individual Rights. 

In New York City, au¬ 
thorities repeatedly closed 
down gay bars, ostensibly 
for violating state 
regulations against 
serving customers 
who engaged in dis¬ 
orderly or indecent behavior. In 
one highly publicized protest, 
three members of the local Mat¬ 
tachine Society staged a “sip-in” in 
April 1966 to challenge the state 
law, which unfairly targeted ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

Trailed by reporters and pho¬ 
tographers, the trio (one of whom, 
Craig Rodwell, founded the 
world’s first gay bookstore the fol¬ 
lowing year) made the rounds of 
bars in Greenwich Village, reading 
aloud a prepared statement. “We 
the undersigned are homosexu¬ 
als,” they stated. “We believe that a 
place of public accommodation 
has an obligation to serve an or¬ 
derly person.” If refused service, 
the men vowed to report the bar 
to the State Liquor Authority. 

Most bars brought the drinks 
the men ordered. But at Julius, one 
of the oldest gay bars in the city, 
next page ►

C astro and Market, April 8, 
12:30 a.m.: A man crossing 
the street fronting Hot 
Cookie was struck by a car turn¬ 
ing onto Castro from Market.

the bartender turned them down. 
The activists took their case to the 
city’s human rights commission 
and eventually to the courts. The 
following year, a state appellate 
court overturned the discrimina¬ 
tory liquor law. The harassment 
abated but didn’t stop - just two 


years after the court-decision, the 
Stonewall Inn exploded in vio¬ 
lence following a police raid that 
proved to be one raid too many. 

With the rise of AIDS and the 
recovery movement in the 1980s, 
community centers in many cities 
began to rival bars as gay social 
centers. But in smaller towns, bars 
continue their hegemony among 
gay gathering places that they have 
enjoyed since the early 1900s. ▼

Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehriz) 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase, 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA woili? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called “viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 


Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become .pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA, Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies: 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

Generic name: finasteride (fin-AS-tur-eyed) 

PROPECIA" is for use by MEN ONLY. 

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp hairs 
and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts in men 
who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did not appear to affect hair in places other than 
the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men 
taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not 
be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works in the treatment 
of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 

PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do ngt take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual.

Who should N0T take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing or through 
the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into contact with the 
active ingredient in PROPECIA, a doctor should be consulted. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with 
the active ingredient during normal handling, provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. H 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, 
provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. Keep PROPECIA and all 
medications out of the reach of children.

ing transgenders for sex work, using 
the wrong pronoun and refusing to 
recognize a person’s legal identifica¬ 
tion, and performing illegal pat 
searches,” according to Shawna Vira¬ 
go, CUAV s survivor advocate. “It is 
not the joh of-law enforcement to 
police gender expression.” 

On the flip side, 75 percent of 
San Francisco police officers were 
said to be “courteous” to victims 
reporting an anti-LGBT hate 
crime. LGBT hate crimes oc¬ 
curred most in South of Market, 
the Tenderloin, the Castro, and 
the Mission, but a record number 


of anti-LGBT assaults were re¬ 
ported throughout the Bay Area, 
a number blamed for the most 
part on gentrification. 

As more LGBT people are 
forced out of the city, the power in 
numbers decreases. Additionally, 
since many LGBT people must 
seek housing elsewhere, their new 
communities - often unaccus¬ 
tomed to seeing gay people - re¬ 
spond to this new visibility with 
violence, resulting in more anti¬ 
gay attacks in smaller towns. 

It is for this reason that in ad¬ 
dition to improving police train¬ 
ing and ridding the courts ofLhe 
gay panic “licenses to kill,” CUAV 
recommends that gentrification 
be addressed.

fering from permanent ringing in 
the ears (tinnitus) as a result of 
performing with her punk rock 
band at the Oakland Coliseum in 
1984. She hopes to raise awareness 
of the dangerous decibel levels at 
dance clubs which still lags years 
behind the rock industry. 

Clients at one of HEAR’s clin¬ 
ics agreed. “Earplugs are more ac¬ 
ceptable in concerts than dance 
clubs,” says John Tramel. Tramel, 
30, plays in a rock band and has 
noticed that about 30 percent of 
attendees wear earplugs. Tramel 
was getting custom-fitted musi¬ 
cians earplugs, which have the ef¬ 
fect of lowering the decibel level 
without distorting the sound. The 
plugs cost $150 but HEAR will 
discount that fee for most musi¬ 
cian union members. 

Peck targets her educational 
efforts towards young people who 
think hearing loss is something 
that happens much later in life. “It 
needs to be taken seriously, too 
many people think that hearing 


loss is old age, and it’s not.” 

She was recently contacted by 
an audiologist from Alaska con¬ 
cerned about children who suf¬ 
fered hearing loss from blasting the 
volume on their portable stereo 
headphones. The audiologist was 
worried because the children 
couldn’t hear bears walking in the 
snow. “They were afraid their lives 
were threatened,” says Peck. 

A University of Florida study 
backed up that concern. It found 
that 17 percent of adolescents are 
already suffering from some de¬ 
gree of hearing loss. 

HEAR is one of the few orga¬ 
nizations in the world that targets 
the problem of young people and 
hearing loss. Last year, it received 
the largest grant the Recording 
Academy (the Grammys) has ever 
awarded. The academy gave 
HEAR $30,000 as seed money to 
begin analyzing data it has col¬ 
lected over the past decade. HEAR 
hopes to raise a total of $178,000 
in order to hire a research scien¬ 
tist and a statistician and to obtain 
the necessary equipment to com¬ 
plete the project.

“LGBTs are moving out of the 
city, and we need to fight for a liv¬ 
ing wage and affordable housing,” 
said Virago.

Earplug info 

T here are two basic kinds of 
earplugs you can buy in al¬ 
most any drugstore very in¬ 
expensively: foam and putty- 
type. Whichever kind you choose, 
look on the label for its decibel 
rating. 

Foam earplugs generally block 
up to 31 decibels. Putty-type 
earplugs usually are rated to block 
up to 22 decibels but some peo¬ 
ple find them more effective be¬ 
cause they fit more snugly over 
the ear canal. 

Experimentation is key. Try 
different types and use the one 
that works best for you. If you still 
notice even slight ringing in your 
ears when you leave a club, try a 
stronger earplug. 

Stay away from earplugs 
specifically made for swimmers 
unless the plug has a noise reduc¬ 
tion rating on the label. Most 
swimmers’ earplugs are designed 
to block water, not noise, al¬ 
though there are a few that effec¬ 
tively do both. ▼ _ EdWa|sh

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LBT health forum 
breaks down barriers

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f e re women, we re queer, 
and nobody knows a 
thing about us when it 
comes to our unique health con¬ 
cerns. 

The Lesbian, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Women’s Health 
Forum - held last Friday, April 7 in 
San Francisco - sought to change 
that, by educating the average 
queer woman about her risks and 
special needs, and educating het¬ 
erosexual doctors and providers 
on a range of issues most of them 
probably never considered. 

Hosted by Mayor Willie Brown 
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and Supervisor Leslie Katz, the 
forum cut through the assump¬ 
tions and made clear exactly what 
it means to have or be a lesbian, 
bisexual, or transgender woman 
patient. Not only do doctors need 
to know the medical needs of les¬ 
bians, but they also need to learn 
how to define sexual orientation 
in general. Patients, of course, 
need an environment where they 
can be open, as withholding in¬ 
formation doesn’t help anyone. 

Dr. Kate O’Hanlan, a leading 
researcher in lesbian health who 
used to be on the staff at Stanford 
University and who still performs 
operations there, gave the keynote 
speech that touched on a number 
of issues, including homophobia, 
which she termed “legally sanc¬ 
tioned apartheid.” 

A study of 930 physicians in 
San Diego, she said, revealed that 
many are “uncomfortable” seeing 
LBT patients. “We see them mis¬ 
treating gay and lesbian people and 
we wonder why lesbians are alien¬ 
ated from health ca!e,” O’Hanlan 
said. “Homophobia is the health 
hazard, not homosexuality. 

“Hatred is a health hazard,” she 
added. 

Dr. Cynthia Gomez, a clinical 
psychologist and an assistant pro¬ 
fessor at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco, spoke about 
the 1999 Institute of Medicine Re¬ 
port, which led to last week’s 
forum. Gomez was on the com¬ 
mittee that edited the report. 

Dr. Rhoda Nussbaum, with 
Kaiser Permanente, addressed

; Bush is sitting down for a 
first-ever official meeting with gay 
Republicans Thursday, April 13. 
But the exercise seems to have ex¬ 
acerbated rather than calmed his 
relations with the gay communi¬ 
ty because of who was invited and 
who was not. 

Among those excluded were 
the national leadership of Log 
Cabin Republicans, specifically 
Executive Director Rich Tafel, 
board chair Bob Stears, and their 
close associates. 

Some observers are suggesting 
that the Bush campaign is uneasy 
with the “gay issue” and just wish¬ 
es it would go away. Thus they 
chose to meet only with people 
who have already endorsed the 
governor. 

Others believe that the gay or¬ 
ganizers, Charles Francis and Carl 
Schmid, are not serving Bush well 
but are using the opportunity to 
advance their personal agendas. 
One source, who requested 
anonymity, called it “a feud over 
who is going to be the alpha male 
among gay Republicans.” 

Francis is a Washington lobby¬ 
ist with long-standing personal 
ties to Laura Bush, wife of the 
governor. Over the last few years 
he has helped Log Cabin organize 
and raise money in Texas. He 
came out publicly only last sum¬ 
mer and, as one person said, “He 
doesn’t have much experience in 
the rough and tumble of gay or 
activist politics.” 

Schmid is another Washington 
lobbyist, a former president of the 
local Log Cabin chapter, and is 
well connected to the local Re¬ 
publican Party. His disagreements 
with Tafel date from when he was 
employed part-time as an AIDS 
lobbyist for Log Cabin and was 
dismissed. He subsequently ran a

in this week’s San Francisco Chron¬ 
icle suggested that Bay Area LGBT 
people simply couldn’t afford the 
flight to Washington, D.C., or were 
complacent due to living in such a 
gay-friendly city, the reality is that 
many are taking a stand against 
participating in a march built 
upon an exclusionary process. 

“This march is actually detri¬ 
mental to our community,” said 
longtime local activist Vince 
Quackenbush, who participated in 
past marches on Washington, 
which occurred in 1979,1987, and 
1993. “It uncritically replicates and 
propagates the racism, elitism, and 
consumerism that need to be con¬ 
fronted if we are to achieve the jus¬ 
tice our movement seeks.” 

Indeed, public outcry about a 
lack of representation from grass¬ 
roots groups did not deter the 
march board from moving full- 
speed ahead in obtaining corpo¬ 
rate sponsors and producing mass 
advertising even before deciding 
on an agenda or message for the 
event. 

MMOW’s tactics first angered 
the public, then pushed outcome of 
its own members, resulting in in¬ 
ternal chaos. Philadelphian Michael 
Williams, an African American, was 
the latest to leave MMOW. 

“I believe in the mission of the 
march,” Williams told a Philadel¬ 
phia newspaper last month, “but 
I’ve become suspicious.” 

Williams said that as a person 
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of color, “the whole board let me 
down.” 

Williams’s resignation came on 
the heels of the resignation of 
MMOW’s co-executive director 
Malcolm Lazin, which followed 
the resignation of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force’s Kerry 
Lobel and the ousting of MMOW’s 
executive producer Robin Tyler. 

The Ad Hoc Committee, 
which advocates not marching on 
April 30, boasts several hundred 
endorsers, including local heroes 
such as poet and novelist Jewelle 
Gomez and openly gay San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 

“This thing’s been under the 
gaydar and there’s a lot of pro¬ 
gressive ambivalence about its 
origins that has soured it a bit,” 
Ammiano told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I" know people who are 
going and I’m happy for them. I’d 
like it to mean something. I’m not 
going to go; it hasn’t been on the 
top of my shopping list.” 

Openly gay Supervisor Mark 
Leno is not attending the march 
due to a prior engagement with 
his family. As the B.A.R. went to 
press, staffers for openly lesbian 
Supervisor Leslie Katz said she was 
“still considering her decision.” 

MMOW Executive Director Di¬ 
anne Hardy-Garcia said that 
protesting the march by not partic¬ 
ipating is “dangerous,” considering 
the lack of civil rights protections 
for LGBT people in this country. 

“I’m from Texas, and we didn’t 
have big meetings where we were 
asked if we wanted a march; it was 
always planned by people on the

paign coordinator. Hanson want¬ 
ed to know more and asked that 
either Francis or Schmid contact 
him directly. They never did. 

“I don’t want to get involved 
with internal turmoil with na¬ 
tional people,” said Hanson. 
“George Bush has let some people 
set this up who have personality 
conflicts with Rich Tafel.” 

Tafel sees the Bush campaign’s 
unease with gay issues as the core 
of the problem. “Republicans tend 
to play off of old playbooks,” he 
said, “and no issue has changed 
more in the last 20 years than the 
gay issue. It is very hard for some 
GOP candidates to get that.” 

Twenty years ago the gay vote 
was perceived as being minuscule 
and far to the left. Today, much of 
it is in the political center and 
likely to swing between parties ac¬ 
cording to its interests. The press 
understands this and uses gay is¬ 
sues as a broader litmus test of 
tolerance. 

“Gay Republicans who blindly 
support Republican candidates 
are disempowering themselves,” 
according to Tafel. “It is only 
when the person says ‘I will go 
elsewhere if I have to,’ that you be¬ 
come competitive.” 

Marty Keller is a political vet¬ 
eran who served in the adminis¬ 
tration of California Governor 
George Deukmejian. He said that 
standing “for those founding 
principles of the GOP embodied 
by Abraham Lincoln is much 
more important both for our 
‘community’ and to the country 
in the long run than whether we 
officially support the nominee.” 

“It is better for Log Cabin to 
remain true to its founding vision 
than to blur its commitment to it 
by lowering the price of its politi¬ 
cal support,” he said. “It is only a 
compelling and unyielding refusal 
to abandon its founding princi¬ 
ples that has created, and will con¬ 
tinue to create, any clout that its 
small numbers cannot.”Y 
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protest campaign for the national 
board, was elected, and attended 
one meeting before he resigned. 

Schmid cited “attack ads” that 
Log Cabin ran on the radio in sev¬ 
eral markets immediately before 
the March 7 Super Tuesday pri¬ 
mary and made the case that loyal 
gay supporters of Bush should be 
rewarded with an invitation before 
those who supported McCain. 

By that measure a case can be 
made that Schmid and former Re¬ 
publican Congressman Steve 
Gunderson should not be among 
the dozen invitees to Austin. Both 
are members of the board of the 
Human Rights Campaign, which 
in February unanimously en¬ 
dorsed A1 Gore for president. 

Schmid agreed that Bush’s 
record and statements on gay is¬ 
sues are not very supportive. He is 
going to Austin to help “further 
define” those “through our per¬ 
sonal stories.” He declined to dis¬ 
cuss specifics they will be seeking. 
He sees this encounter as 
“opening] the door to future 
meetings that can include the Log 
Cabin leadership.” 

David Hanson, president of the 
eight chapters and 1,000 members 
of Log Cabin California, was asked 
about his interest in attending the 
meeting by Bush’s California cam- 
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coast. It’s a falsehood to say that 
the previous marches were in 
some way majorly democratic,” 
Hardy-Garcia told the B.A.R. At 
the same time, however, Hardy- 
Garcia acknowledged problems 
with the process. 

“There were some legitimate 
complaints. As a person of color, I 
had them, too. But I opted to 
change it, not just bitch about it. I 
have much more respect for people 
who don’t just bitch on the side¬ 
lines. You don’t like this march? 
Call another one. Hell, I’ll come.” 

There is, of course, at least one 
affirmative RSVP to the April 30 
event. Never one to miss a march, 
the Reverend Fred Phelps has an¬ 
nounced his plans to attend, com¬ 
plete with his “God Hates Fags” 
entourage. ▼

Cultural regulation of sexuality 


Gay Health Care Since 1979

D r. Raphael Diaz of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San 
Francisco Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies has done im¬ 
portant research that he believes 
illustrates how HIV is spreading 
faster among Latino gay and bi¬ 
sexual men than in the gay com¬ 
munity at large. From his find¬ 
ings, he has developed a model 
that has consequences for other 
minority populations and the rest 
of us as well. 

Almost all research about HIV 
prevention is based on the notion 
that each of us should be the same 
in our ability to control sexual or 
injection practices. If we could 
just get enough counseling or 
hear the right messages, those 
who “slip” would see the error of 
their ways and reform. The most 
sophisticated models propose that 
there are multiple stages of be¬ 
havior change that a person must 
pass through to reach the enlight¬ 
ened nirvana of safety. This re¬ 
liance on the ability of strong in¬ 
tentions to control behavior puts 
an extraordinary burden on pre¬ 
vention providers and individuals 
at risk, but even a strong intention 
to practice safer sex is only a weak 
predictor of consistently practic¬ 
ing safer sex in this population. 

In a study, called Nuestras 
Voces, National Latino Gay Men’s 
study, Diaz’s research team 
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worked with three Latino popula¬ 
tions - Mexicans in California, 
Puerto Ricans in New York, and 
Cubans in Florida - speaking with 
and analyzing discussions with 
over 900 gay and bisexual Latino 
men. The majority (75 percent) 
were immigrants, with 39 percent 
in the U.S. 10 years or less and 83 
percent reporting substantial use 
of the Spanish language 
with peers. Unlike the 
highly assimilated 
gay Latinos that are (4 
typically recruited 
from mainstream gay 
locations, this sample 
gives the perspective of 
homosexual men 
who also suffer 
the social and 
economic dis¬ 
crimination of 
ethnic minority groups. Even 
though this is a relatively young 
(84 percent between 20-40 years 
of age) and highly educated group 
of men (69 percent reported some 
college or more), only 54 percent 
were employed full time at the 
time of the study, with a reported 
unemployment rate of 21 percent. 

Diaz believes that it is crucial 
to understand the contexts that 
compete with the enactment of 
personal intentions of safer sex. 
He proposes that there is a dy¬ 
namic tension between cultural 
regulation and self-regulation in 
the practice of safer sex, for every¬ 
one. He believes we have not paid 
enough attention to the processes 
and circumstances under which 
intentions can or cannot be acted 
upon. It is his belief that inten¬ 
tions only lead to behavior when 
individuals have power and con¬ 
trol over the consequences of 
their behavior, or have enough re¬ 
sources to deal with the negative 
outcomes or consequences of act¬ 
ing on their intentions. Unfortu¬ 
nately, he reminds us, this is not 
the case for those groups where 
HIV is spreading at faster rates in 



this country: gay men of color, 
minority women, and the young. 

By analyzing focus group dis¬ 
cussions with these men, Diaz and 
his group have identified a set of 
barriers or competing factors to 
the enactment of safer sex inten¬ 
tions in Latino gay and bisexual 
men. To simplify, these can be 
summed up as: machismo, homo¬ 
phobia, family cohesion (close 
personal involvement with 
homophobic families), 
sexual silence^ poverty, 
and racism. Diaz be¬ 
lieves that homophobia 
and sexual silence in 
Latin culture (families, 
churches, and 
communities) is 
the major obsta¬ 
cle to sexual self¬ 
regulation for 
Latino gay men because treating 
homosexuality as secret, forbid¬ 
den, and shameful makes self-ob¬ 
servation extremely difficult and 
loaded with deeply felt and poor¬ 
ly understood emotions. It is as if 
“gay liberation” hasn’t reached 
them yet. 

Commonly these individuals 
are unable to explain to them¬ 
selves or others why risky behav¬ 
ior occurs and may actually be 
puzzled why they continue to 
practice risky sex with the best 
and strongest intentions not to. 
They may simply and genuinely 
answer “I don’t know.” 

Meanwhile, many Latino men 
still can follow safer sex intentions 
that seem to contradict cultural 
norms. This ability seemsio be as¬ 
sociated with what Diaz and his 
group call “resiliency factors;” 
family acceptance, social and sex¬ 
ual satisfaction, social and politi¬ 
cal networks and activism, and 
gay role models in childhood. 

Such a study of subjective “rea¬ 
sons” for unprotected intercourse 
among gay men is not new. How¬ 
ever, research studies based on in-

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone. 
Certain clinical effects and adverse reactions demonstrate 
the androgenic properties of this class of drugs. Complete 
dissociation of anabolic and androgenic effects has not 
been achieved. The actions of anabolic steroids are there¬ 
fore similar to those of male sex hormones with the pos¬ 
sibility of causing serious disturbances of growth and 
sexual development if given to young children. Anabolic 
steroids suppress the gonadotropic functions of the pitu¬ 
itary and may exert a direct effect upon the testes. 

During exogenous administration of anabolic androgens, 
endogenous testosterone release is inhibited through inhi¬ 
bition of pituitary luteinizing hormone (LH). At large doses, 
spermatogenesis may be suppressed through feedback 
inhibition of pituitary follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH). 

Anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins and decrease high-density lipopro¬ 
teins. These levels revert to normal on discontinuation of 
treatment. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Oxandrin is indicated as adjunctive therapy to promote 
weight gain after weight loss following extensive surgery, 
chronic infections, or severe trauma, and in some patients 
who without definite pathophysiologic reasons fail to gain 
or to maintain normal weight, to offset the protein catab¬ 
olism associated with prolonged administration of corti¬ 
costeroids, and for the relief of the bone pain frequently 
accompanying osteoporosis (See DOSAGE AND ADMIN¬ 
ISTRATION). 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Oxandrolone is classified as a controlled substance under 
the Anabolic Steroids Control Act of 1990 and has been 
assigned to Schedule III (non-narcotic). 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

1. Known or suspected carcinoma of the prostate or the 
male breast. 

2. Carcinoma of the breast in females with hypercalcemia 
(androgenic anabolic steroids may stimulate osteolytic 
bone resorption). 

3. Pregnancy, because of possible masculinization of the 
fetus. Oxandrin has been shown to cause embryotoxi- 
city, fetotoxicity, infertility, and masculinization of female 
animal offspring when given in doses 9 times the human 
dose. 

4. Nephrosis, the nephrotic phase of nephritis. 

5. Hypercalcemia.

PELIOSIS HEPATIS, A CONDITION IN WHICH LIVER

Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cho¬ 
lestatic hepatitis with jaundice appears or if liver function 
tests become abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontin¬ 
ued and the etiology should be determined. Drug-induced 
jaundice is reversible when the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy 
may cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxan¬ 
drolone therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia 
occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be 
a serious complication in patients with pre-existing 
cardiac, renal, or hepatic disease. Concomitant adminis¬ 
tration of adrenal cortical steroid or ACTH may increase 
the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone mat¬ 
uration without producing compensatory gain in linear 
growth. This adverse effect results in compromised adult 
height. The younger the child, the greater the risk of com¬ 
promising final mature height. The effect on bone matu¬ 
ration should be monitored by assessing bone age of the 
left wrist and hand every 6 months (See PRECAUTIONS: 
Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilizatioh (deep¬ 
ening of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Dis¬ 
continuation of drug therapy at the time of evidence of 
mild virilism is necessary to prevent irreversible viriliza¬ 
tion. Some virilizing changes in women are irreversible 
even after prompt discontinuance of therapy and are not 
prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. Menstrual 
irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting fac¬ 
tors II, V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 
Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the 
following side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual peri¬ 
ods, or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or 
ankle swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have 
frequent determination of urine and serum calcium levels 
during the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the' h’epatbtdxicify associated with the uSe'of 
17-alpha-alkylated andrbgens, liver function tests should 
be obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone 
age should be made during treatment of children to deter¬ 
mine the rate of bone maturation and the effects of andro¬ 
gen therapy on the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol 
determinations should be done periodically as androgenic 
anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins. Serum cholesterol levels may 
increase during therapy. Therefore, caution is required 
when administering these agents to patients with a history 
of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. Serial 
determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodi¬ 
cally for polycythemia in patients who are receiving high 
doses of anabolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anti¬ 
coagulants. Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be 
decreased in order to maintain desired prothrombin time. 
Patients receiving oral anticoagulant therapy require close 
monitoring, especially when anabolic steroids are started 
or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypogly¬ 
cemic agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema> concomitant administration with 
adrenal cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine¬ 
binding globulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum 
levels and increased resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free 
thyroid hormone levels remain unchanged. In addition, a 
decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine uptake may occur. 
Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for 
carcinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat 
studies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and 
decreased organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesi¬ 
cles, ovaries, uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 
Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving 
long-term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in 
high doses (See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs 
did not lead to regression of the tumors in all cases. 


Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects—Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in 
human milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision 
should be made whether to discontinue nursing or to dis¬ 
continue the drug, taking into account the importance of 
the drug to the mother. 

Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation 
more rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect 
may continue for 6 months after the drug has been 
stopped. Therefore, therapy should be monitored by x-ray 
studies at 6 -month intervals in order to avoid the risk of 
compromising adult height. Androgenic anabolic steroid 
therapy should be used very cautiously in children and 
only by specialists who are aware of the effects on bone 
maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with 
use of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis 
and death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis 
with long-term therapy (See WARNINGS).’Reversible 
changes in liver function tests also occur including 
increased bromsulfophthalein (BSP) retention, and 
increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate aminotransferase 
(AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased fre¬ 
quency or persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular 
atrophy and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, 
epididymitis, and bladder irritability. 

In females:

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ABC co-founder 
Audrey Doughty dies at 79

udrey K. Doughty, who co- 
founded and was the first 
Jr m director of AIDS Benefits 
Counselors (now Positive Re¬ 
source Center) in the late 1980s, 
died on March 20. She was 79. 

Born in 1920, Ms. Doughty 
had lived in Mill Valley for the 
past 48 years, and her life was rich 
in people and experiences. Enter¬ 
ing Stanford University at 16, she 
graduated in 1941 and traveled to 
Europe with her father, a naval at¬ 
tache. In Berlin, she witnessed the 
period of Adolf Hitler’s rise to 
power, Kristallnacht, and the 
growing persecution of the Jews. 
Later in Honolulu, she witnessed 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. Fol¬ 
lowing her marriage, she traveled 
to China in 1946 and in 1948, as a 
part of the Roger D. Lapham 
peacekeeping team, rode horse¬ 
back into the hills of eastern 
China to help inform Mao’s iso¬ 
lated guerrilla forces that they had 
won the war. She received a Phe¬ 
lan Award for an autobiographi¬ 
cal novel about those adventures. 

“Audrey was a remarkable out 
lesbian who devoted her life to so¬ 
cial services and helping others,” 
said San Francisco resident Gary 
Virginia, who’s involved with Pos¬ 
itive Resource Center. Virginia said 
that Ms. Doughty and her long¬ 
time partner, Zoe Borkowski, were 
“instrumental in the success of 
AIDS Benefits Counselors and its 
continued growth through the 
years.” 

“They never wavered in their 
strong support of ABC/Positive 
Resource Centex and were truly 
committed to building strong 
programs for - and ensuring ac¬ 
cess to - women, minorities, and 
underserved people,” Virginia 
said. 

Ms. Doughty’s writing career 
included work for the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy in Berlin, International 
News Service, Associated Press-

Shanghai, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the Office of War Infor¬ 
mation, the Mill Valley Record, 
and extensive free-lance work. In 
the 1960s, she was public relations 
director for the Calaveras County 
Frog Jump, Welton Becket and As¬ 
sociates, the United Way, and the 
YMCA. In the 1970s, Ms. 
Doughty was the program direc¬ 
tor for the YWCA, and for 10 
years, served as the executive di¬ 
rector of the International Insti¬ 
tute of San Francisco where she 
developed the first mental health 
services for refugees, resettled the 
first Cambodians in the U.S., and 
initiated Hispanic, Filipino, and 
Southeast Asian self-help pro¬ 
grams. She retired in 1983. 

In 1988, Ms. Doughty co¬ 
founded and was the first director 
of AIDS Benefits Counselors, an 
organization that provides bene¬ 
fits counseling to people living 
with HIV/AIDS. The agency 
merged with Positive Resource 
Center in 1996 and took that 
name last year. She was also direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Indigent Services. 

In the 1990s, Ms. Doughty de¬ 
veloped a pregnancy prevention 
program with CAHEED, an orga¬ 
nization in San Francisco’s 
Bayview-Hunters Point area, con¬ 
sulted with the Marin Communi¬ 
ty Foundation on immigrants and 
refugees, and wrote projects for

from discrimination based on sex¬ 
ual orientation, the new amend¬ 
ment championed through the 
Legislature by Assembly Speaker 
Antonio Villaraigosa (D-Los Ange¬ 
les) put “sexual orientation” on the 
same level as race, gender, and other 
classes protected under the FEFIA 
that went into effect this year.

years for a company that merged 
in 1998 with Kentucky-based 
BICCGeneral.

from Fike, the suit claims, and Fike 
began noticing other slights from 
management as well as co-workers. 

The final straw for him came 
prior to a September 1999 com¬ 
pany conference in Hawaii, when 
other employees of the same rank 
as Tritchett were invited to bring 
their wives - and even girlfriends 
- along to the conference. 

Fike was not given the option 
of bringing his domestic partner. 

When Fike sent an e-mail to 
management complaining of this 
and other slights, within days he 
got his response from BICCGen¬ 
eral management. BICCG said it 
was firing Fike, according to Kors, 
because they were “downsizing.” 

Kors said that BICCG has 
about a month to respond to the 
suit, which seeks damages for past 
and future lost wages, emotional 
distress, punitive damages, and of 
course, the aforementioned attor¬

lieve is limited in its possibilities. 
They certainly learned otherwise 
at the forum’s afternoon breakout 
sessions designed to target specif¬ 
ic misinformation. 

In these sessions, doctors 
learned that they rarely even con¬ 
sider lesbians having anal sex or 
oral-anal contact, a behavior that 
opens the door to infections such 


as hepatitis A and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. SM sex is also 
rarely considered as typical lesbian 
behavior, so many doctors aren’t 
even asking women if they have 
shared whips or engaged in blood 
play, the most direct route to infec¬ 
tions such as HIV. Where patients 
need to be willing to discuss their 
behaviors, doctors need to know 
how to ask the right questions. 

Once doctors are confident 
they know the sexual behavior of 
their clients, however, it’s time for

dividual deficits far outnumber 
studies that attempt to under¬ 
stand meaning and subjective ex¬ 
perience. At times even this line of 
research conspires with deficit 
models by treating men’s mean¬ 
ingful exiflanations as instances of 
“self-justification.” 

To the contrary, there seems to 
be a “striking congruence” and 
meaningful relationship between 
two seemingly unrelated issues: 
what it’s like to be a Latino gay/bi¬ 
sexual man, and what is the most* 
difficult aspect of practicing safe 
sex! Participation in Latino com¬ 
munities and family life reinforces 
important factors and values that 
strongly compete with enacting 
safer sex intentions. These situa¬ 
tions can lead on the one hand to 
denial or on the other hand to feel¬ 
ings of isolation and loneliness that 
feed the need to' take risks to obtain 
closeness or to prove “masculinity.” 

These problems complicate 
one’s ability to maintain safe be¬ 
havior even with the best of inten¬ 
tions, and they have parallels in 
the African American community 
and others where HIV incidence is 
rising. In fact Diaz states that 
“even though this psycho-cultural 
model of risk is being developed 
in the context of data from Latino 
gay/bisexual men in the U.S., it is 
my belief that the model can be 
adapted and applied to any group 
or individuals exhibiting discrep¬ 
ancies between personal inten¬ 
tions and actual behavior.” 

Diaz’s model explains how the 
breakdown of intentions is expe¬ 
rienced as meaningful behavior in 
its context, and not necessarily as 
“risk-taking.” He acknowledges 
that his findings are best used to 
explain unsafe behavior that hap¬ 
pens in the presence of intentions 
and commitments to be safe; it 
does not cover those individuals 
who take calculated risks with full 
awareness of the possible negative 
consequences. 

In order to become truly collab¬ 
orative and participatory, preven¬ 
tion programs must tune in to the 
cultural meaning, rather than only 


personal deficiencies or patholo¬ 
gies, of unsafe sexual behavior 
among gay men. Only then can a 
genuine collaborative relationship 
between prevention professionals 
and clients at risk be possible. “As 
prevention programs attempt to be 
less didactic and authoritarian and 
become more collaborative and 
participatory in nature, there is an 
urgent need to honor the subjective 
experiences of gay men.” 

Prevention practitioners and 
researchers can benefit enor¬ 
mously by looking deeper into 
ideologies and cultural beliefs that 
give meaning to (so-called) risky 
sexual behavior. Furthermore, it is 
important to articulate these ide¬ 
ologies and implicit theories of 
risk, as a way of challenging theo¬ 
ries of individual fault, and to de¬ 
velop more finely tuned models of 
prevention that respect the sub¬ 
jective experience and cultural 
perspectives of those who are 
most at risk. 

As expected, the analysis re¬ 
vealed not simply a list of isolated 
“reasons,” but rather well-orga¬ 
nized and culturally meaningful 
ideologies that are drawn upon 
and used by men to interpret, ex¬ 
plain, and give meaning to the oc¬ 
currence of HIV risk in their own 
and their friends’ sexual lives. The 
ideologies presented should not be 
interpreted simplistically as “caus¬ 
es” for unprotected sex; rather, 
they are windows offering views of 
socially-shared meanings that can 
help us understand the subjective 
experience of those who struggle 
with safer sex in the Latino gay 
community. They are points of 
departure to build a genuine col¬ 
laborative bridge between preven¬ 
tion practices and those who are at 
risk for HIV infection in this vul¬ 
nerable community. 

As Diaz rightly concludes, “We 
have to face the facts about the so¬ 
cial shape of the epidemic. It is a 
health disaster shaped by racism, 
poverty, homophobia, and gender 
discrimination, to name a few. 
Prevention programs cannot 
avoid the imminent task of work¬ 
ing for justice and against social 
oppression because, ultimately, 
these are the most basic sources of 
fatalism, helplessness, and risk.” T 


them to start asking about less ob¬ 
vious behavior. Doctors should be 
aware, for instance, that lesbians 
who only sleep with women have 
a tendency not to keep track of 
the beginnings and endings of 
their menstrual cycles. Without a 
fear of pregnancy, the average les¬ 
bian hardly notices if she is “late,” 
when in fact an irregular period 
could signify a host of medical 
problems, from stress and hor¬ 
mone deficiency, to thyroid and 
cervical disease. 

Finally, doctors need to docu¬ 
ment their findings when it comes 
to their LBT women patients. A 
lack of research on lesbians had 
led to a vicious cycle where there 
is little information available to 
providers, and the lack of infor¬ 
mation makes research funding 
difficult. But if it starts at a local 
level, we can build our own histo¬ 
ry of medical patterns in the LBT 
women’s community. 

These messages and more were 
emphasized at the forum to those 
who most needed to hear it, the 
nation’s average health providers. 
As one of the goals of the forum 
stated, doctors who learned some¬ 
thing last Friday will most likely 
bring that knowledge back to 
their communities. This, plus the 
adoption of the “Standards of 
Care” document, unveiled at the 
forum’s closing ceremonies, are 
part of the first steps to make 
healthcare accessible and accurate 
when it cqmes to LBT women. 

The San Francisco Health 
Commission is scheduled to vote 
on the standards of care document 
at a meeting this month. The doc¬ 
ument will ensure that all health 
care institutions, facilities, and pro¬ 
grams understand the steps re¬ 
quired to provide quality health¬ 
care services for LGBT clients. T

f don’t know why it took four years for 
the 1996 Spanish film Not Love Just 
Frenzy to arrive in the United States, 
but it blows into the Lumiere tomor¬ 
row, smelling of steamy sex and drug-in¬ 
duced lost weekends. This is not a “gay film,” 
although it is riddled with gay characters, 
drag queens, and bisexuality. Instead, it is a 
film about twentysomething nightlife, 
all-night parties, and chance sexual encoun¬ 
ters that the film’s lead characters insist on 
mistaking for love. Not Love Just Frenzy ze¬ 
roes in on the boites and bedrooms of 
party-hearty Madrid, but the mise en scene is 
so universal, the story could take place in any 
urban metropolis, at any time after 1970. 

Frenzy revolves around three female 
roommates, Monica (Cayetana Guillen 
Cuervo), Yeye (Ingrid Rubio), and Maria 
(Beatriz Santiago). Monica runs a 
video/disco bar while trying to carve out a 
career as an actress, although cocaine and 
wild sex seem to be her primary pursuits. 
Yeye is trying to recover from her affair with 
a male prostitute, Max, when Monica se¬ 
duces him and invites him to become their 
fourth roommate. Yeye consoles herself with 
her gay best friend, Alberto (Gustavo 
Salmeron), but Alberto is so obsessed by his 
one night stand with a married man that he 
barely notices Yeye’s problems. 

Max, the human sex machine, is running 
from the cops and trying to get paid by his 
lesbian pimp, Cristina (Bibi Andersen). The

B ret Easton Ellis is hiding in plain 
sight. The author of American 
Psycho , a dark satire on the lurid 
bloody fantasies of an ’80s stock 
trader, is sitting on a standard-issue if up¬ 
scale luxury hotel sofa, positioned with his 
back to the lobby and warmed by a steady 
fake fire. Approaching Ellis, I’m sweating, 
not only because of his high visibility in pop 
culture, but because I’ve decided to wear a 
100% cashmere sweater — to get in a little 
mano a mano brand-name war with the 
champ. The hotel lobby is comfortable, if a 
bit spartan for a writer whose fiction reads 
like a Baedeker to Reagan-era consumerism. 

Ellis wrote the novel on the eve of the 
Gulf War, thinking that educated readers 
would get the joke — after all, he prefaced it 
with telling quotes from Dostoevsky, the 
Talking Heads and Miss Manners — get it? 
Hello! In fact, a tip-off that his protagonist, 
Patrick Bateman, was seen by his creator as a 
really bad boy who should never be left alone 
with high-priced hookers and stainless steel 
comes in the origins of the book’s title. “I 
knew I was writing this book about a serial 
killer, and I really didn’t have a title for it yet. 
It was the summer of’90, and I was at a mul¬ 
tiplex theatre. Psycho III was playing, along 
with a film called American Anthem. They 
couldn’t fit both those titles on the marquee, 
so it just said American and Psycho, It hit me 
immediately — that’s the title for this book,

Built at last

that in the Digital Age, buildings 
don’t actually have to be built to be 
fully experienced. A current exhib¬ 
it at the Logan Galleries of the Cal¬ 
ifornia College of Arts and Crafts, 
Unbuilt Monuments, presents six 
famous examples of never-con¬ 
structed architecture, newly imag¬ 
ined through the wonderful world 
of computer graphics.

Unbuilt 
works by master architects are 
likewise portrayed — a glam¬ 
orous, spare, but lux Mies van 
der Rohe house (1930) and two 
projects by Le Corbusier (1931 
and ’70) are among the realiza¬ 
tions. Architecture buffs should 
definitely not stay away; the show 
is on display through May 13 at 
CCAC, 1111 8th St. Call 551-9210.

An interview with Ute Lemper 


by Gregg Shapiro 

A nyone who thinks that they 
know singer Ute Lemper 
(who plays Davies Hall 
tonight, April 13) from what they 
heard her do over the course of 
her previous discs are in for a sur¬ 
prise. On Punishing Kiss (Decca), 
Lemper turns her attention to the 
work of modern-day musical ge¬ 
niuses such as Tom Waits, Elvis 
Costello, Nick Cave, Philip Glass 
and The Divine Comedy. Lemper 
was born to sing these songs, as 
you can hear on Cave’s “Little 
Water Song,” Waits’s “Purple Av¬ 
enue,” The Divine Comedy’s “The 
Case Continues” and “Split,” 
Costello’s “Couldn’t You Keep 
That To Yourself,” and Glass’ 
“Streets Of Berlin,” originally sung 
by Mick Jagger in the movie Bent. 

Gregg Shapiro: You say in the 
liner notes for Punishing Kiss that 
you came up against resistance 
from your classical record compa¬ 
ny for doing contemporary 
arrangements of material. But 
there seems to be some slow but 
steady crossover occurring, with 
you and, for example, Andrea 
Boccelli. How do you see your 
role in the meeting of these two 
worlds? 

Ute Lemper: That’s really a cat¬ 
egory which has been put upon us 
by the market. I’m different from 
Boccelli. Boccelli is an opera singer 
who sings popular songs. What 
I’ve done, so far, is occupy a very 
specific niche of European theater 
songs — that is, the songs from the 
Weimar Republic, the political 
satire and theater music of Brecht 
and Weill, and the French chanson 
of the ’50s and ’60s. And I really do 
stay in that European theater con¬ 
text. If people call that crossover... 

I think that at the time it was cre¬ 
ated, it was popular music. The 
Threepenny Opera was like some¬ 
thing popular, actually. They called 
it the “pop music” of the ’20s. Oth¬ 
erwise, it’s a specific theatrical per¬ 
formance. With this album, I think 
I do keep the integrity of where I 
come from, but all the elements 
that we use are contemporary, in¬ 
spired by rock, pop or jazz music. 

How do you think your more tra¬ 
ditional fans will react to Punish¬ 
ing Kiss? 

I hope they react great. As I 
said, I did not compromise myself. 
Maybe some of those who come 
from the more classical corner 
won’t like it, for whom I am bor¬ 
derline anyway, that might be too 
far out there in the rock or pop 
world. On the other hand, that’s 
okay. It’s all a question of taste. 

This album is a very natural 
evolution for me. All of these guys

[the composers] are inspired by 
this period, by the Weimar Re¬ 
public, the songs and the way they 
were created. Songs about story¬ 
telling. Storytelling about people 
on the edge, about loners, losers, 
drunks, addicts. About whores 
and sailors and harbors and out¬ 
casts from society. About people 
outside of the norm. There is a so¬ 
cial, political context of charac¬ 
ters. I think that Nick Cave, [Elvis]

T he Scarlet Pimpernel' at the Orpheum

§ t’s the terror of the little slip of 
1 paper. Upon opening a Playbill 
1 a year ago at the Minksoff The¬ 
atre in New York, out fluttered a 
white scrap that told us that an un¬ 
derstudy would be playing the title 
character in The Scarlet Pimpernel. 
While Douglas Sills had generated 
a sizable following for his perfor¬ 
mance, surely there were pleasures 
to be had even in his absence. Pre¬ 
cious few, as it turned out. 

What’s remarkable about final¬ 
ly seeing Sills in his career-making 
role, thanks to the touring pro¬ 
duction of The Scarlet Pimpernel 
at the Orpheum Theatre, is how 
this single performance has trans¬ 
formed an utterly forgettable mu¬ 
sical into an unexpected guilty 
pleasure. In this era of humorless 
mega-musicals and anti-melodic 
art songs, a good old-fashioned 
piece of performance-driven fluff 
is most welcome. 

That The Scarier Pimpernel is 
still alive three years after its 
Broadway debut is a drama in it¬ 
self. Based on the classic adven¬ 
ture tale by Baroness Orczy, the 
musical opened to withering re¬ 
views but managed to hold on, 
thanks to composer Frank (/efcy// 
& Hyde ) Wildhorn’s following 
and the strength of Sills’s perfor¬ 
mance. While the show was still 
running, new producers bought 
the production, recast two of the 
three leads, hired a new director, 


and reworked the material from 
top to bottom without ever skip¬ 
ping a performance. When critics 
returned in 1998, their impres¬ 
sions had considerably improved. 

Some of the new praise was 
probably provoked just by the 
contrast, for those returning, to 
what they had seen before. Most 
audiences, of course, won’t bene¬ 
fit from such a comparative mood 
elevator. What you see is all you 
get, but it’s enough if your expec¬ 


tations are properly unadorned, 
and if Sills is there to drive this 
old-fashioned vehicle. 

Sills plays Sir Percy, an English 
bon vivant who gains a social con¬ 
science when a friend is executed 
in Paris during the witchhunts 
that followed the French Revolu¬ 
tion. Suspecting that even his new 
bride may be a French spy, he and 
his comrades disguise themselves 
as flamboyant fops who can trav-

ACT'S 'The House of Mirth' 


by Richard Dodds 


T here are two distinct audi¬ 
ences for The House of 
Mirth, but it’s unlikely that 
either will find great rewards in its 
stage incarnation at ACT. 

The first group are those who 
have read Edith Wharton’s novel, 
and who will most probably find 
this new stage adaptation missing 
the essence of what makes it great. 
The second group are those who 
are coming to the story for the first 
time, and who are likely to be be¬ 
mused by this weak-tea retelling of 
the tale of Miss Lily Bart. 

But both groups can be expect¬ 
ed to join together in the mild 
boredom that settles over the 
Geary Theater like the gauzy ma¬ 
terial that defines the set. You 
might call this cotillion theater, 
which is like an episode of Master¬ 
piece Theater, but without the en¬ 
couraging distractions of an opu¬ 
lently realistic setting. Matters do 
improve in the second act, when 
the accumulating social calamities 
that befall its heroine provide a 
dramatic edge the first act lacks. 

The strength of Wharton’s 
novel isn’t so much in its dialogue 
or even its plot, as it is in the wry 
and wicked observations of privi¬ 
leged society that the author pro¬ 
vides in her narrative. But in di¬ 
rector Giles Havergal’s stage adap¬ 
tation, the rich and layered narra¬ 
tion has been largely stripped 
away, leaving a story that now 
seems mundane indeed. 

For one for whom the book is a 
recent experience, there were oc-

casional pleasures at seeing how 
Wharton’s vivid characters were 
rendered in the flesh. But Haver¬ 
gal’s direction, while fluidly han¬ 
dling the multiple scene segues, 
stoops to some hackneyed devices, 
especially in a silly hallucinatory 
scene. Few if any of the perfor¬ 
mances can be called top-flight, 
though several do make more 
florid impressions than most. 

Perhaps most evocative, if 
hammy, is Troy West’s perfor¬ 
mance as the unashamedly social¬ 
climbing Simon Rosedale. He is 
courting Lily Bart in hopes that her 
status among society’s elite will rub 
off on him, but despite her per¬ 
ilous financial condition, she ruins 
her marital chances with him and a 
series of other wealthy suitors.

The child defiled 

'Sex: The Annabel Chong Stor/ 


by Gary Morris 


| n a demimonde as duplicitous 
| as the porn world, it shouldn’t 
i be too surprising to Find that 
some of its players lead double 
lives. The image of the princess- 
whore is a common one in the 
culture (think Belle de Jour), and 
the Internet abounds with web¬ 
sites by lap dancers and porn stars 
who are also artists or academics. 
In the latter category falls Annabel 
Chong, pioneer of the 251-man 
gangbang, who is really Grace 
Quek, a USC graduate who 
spends as much time ruminating 
on cultural and sexuality issues as 
she does getting laid on camera. 
Quek/Chong is the subject of 
Gough Lewis’s intense, disturbing 
documentary, Sex: The Annabel 
Chong Story. As in many such split 
identities, the line between the 
two gets blurry indeed. At one 
point she says, “I don’t even know 
who Annabel Chong is.” 

In limning her story, Lewis 
takes the viewer into all the 
worlds that have touched her, for 
better or worse. These include the 
porn industry; her native Singa¬ 
pore, with its rigid, conservative 
culture; academia; and, most un¬ 
settling, a London subway where 
she was gang-raped at age 21. 

Her porn titles — Depraved 
Fantasies 3, More Dirty Debutantes 
#37 — are typical of the genre, with 
one exception, her ground-break¬ 
ing World’s Biggest Gang Bang 1, in 
which she has sex with 251 guys, an 
event presided over by pornmeis- 
ters John Bowen and Ron Jeremy. 
The industry’s attraction to Quek 
is clear. She’s very pretty, naive- 
looking, agreeable, a kind of child 
bride, and the lure of defiling this 
sweet image is the driving force. 
Her attraction to porn, and ex¬ 
treme porn at that, is discussed at 
length by herself and others. A 
classmate says she did it because 
she was irritated by the “reverse pa¬ 
triarchy” of a “feminist theory 
class” that she felt was stifling fe¬ 
male sexuality. Quek says she wants 
“to shake people up from all these 
stereotypes of women as sex ob¬ 
jects,” to “be a stud.” She has a mis¬ 
sionary’s zeal, at least in her words: 
“I’m at the age where I think I can 
change something.” 

Body language 

Cracks in this scenario emerge 
quickly. It’s hard, for example, to 
reconcile her forced smiles and 
screams of passion after the 50th,

100th, or 250th guy with body lan¬ 
guage that says she’s pretty much a 
psychological wreck. Quek’s vaunt¬ 
ed search for sexual liberation 
seems to be covering a search for 
community and family. Scenes of 
her sidling up to Ron Jeremy, John 
Bowen, and others in the porn in¬ 
dustry as if they cared about her are 
undercut by interviews in which it’s 
clear that she’s been totally com¬ 
modified in their minds. Bowen 
doesn’t even pay her for the gang- 
bang video that’s supposedly the 
biggest bestseller in porn video his¬ 
tory. Once her record of 251 guys is 
eclipsed, she’s called “all washed 
up,” and she ends up haggling with 
second-rate pornographers over a 
few hundred bucks. 

“I’m willing to take the conse¬ 
quences of what I do,” she says, re¬ 
ferring to the risks — psychic and 
physical — involved in getting 
fucked by hundreds of men in the 
10-hour shooting of The World’s 
Biggest Gang Bang. What she does¬ 
n’t know that the film reveals is 
that many of the men weren’t even 
given an HIV test, in spite of as¬ 
surances to the contrary. Quek’s 
trusting nature is constandy pum- 
meled, and her fantasy of the porn 
world as a loving community 
rather than a cutthroat business is 
also dashed. Outside the line of fat, 
aging geeks with ponytails who 
make up her gang-bang lovers and 
directors, she’s reviled. Other porn 
stars who make “erotica” write her 
off as “sleazy” and “bad for the in¬ 
dustry.” Some of the pain she feels 
is internalized, and in a creepy 
scene she cuts bloody stripes in her 
arm “to let the pain inside out.” 

Most problematic for Quek is 


the discovery by family and friends 
of what the “good little girl” from 
Singapore who could write, draw, 
and play the piano is really up to. 
She has the strength of her convic¬ 
tions in telling a friend that she’s 
“the biggest porn star in America,” 
but the news echoes through the 
Singapore community and devas¬ 
tates her relationship with her 
mother. Her most wrenching mo¬ 
ments are those with this good-na¬ 
tured, traditional woman, who’s 
traumatized by the news when it 
comes from her hysterical daugh¬ 
ter. This is where the gulf between 
her theorizing about sexual libera¬ 
tion and her desperate need for a 
loving family and community is at 
its widest. 

The film is not entirely grim. 
There are sweet moments be¬ 
tween Quek and her best friend, a 
drag queen named Alan. She’s 
playful and seemingly at peace 
when they dress up in drag to¬ 
gether and she describes how he 
helped her kick drugs. The sim¬ 
plicity of lunch in a Singapore 
food stall with her mother is an¬ 
other quiet moment of pleasure, 
far from the troublesome world of 
play for pay. Driving through 
London, she says, “Like every big 
city, it’s got an undercurrent of 
sadness and loneliness and des¬ 
peration to it” — an equally apt 
description of Annabel Chong. T

To Ellis’ chagrin, even his pub¬ 
lisher, Simon 8c Schuster, didn’t 
get the joke, taking the virtually 
unheard-of step of rejecting the 
final manuscript. It finally found 
a home at Vintage Books, where it 
began its life as a novel more fun 
to denounce than actually read. 

Ellis, who up to this time had 
enjoyed his reputation as the “en¬ 
fant terrible” of Brat Pack writers, 
was shocked and hurt. “Remem¬ 
ber, I was a very young kid when I 
published that book. Now I think 
the reputation of the book is very 
different. Even if people don’t like 
the book, at least they don’t re¬ 
spond to it with a level of moral 
hysteria. I think if they don’t like 
the book now, they don’t like it for 
stylistic and aesthetic reasons.” 

Concerned Canadians 

Ironically, the controversy sur¬ 
rounding American Psycho re¬ 
turned with a vengeance when 
producer Edward Pressman ( Wall 
Street) and director Mary Harron 
(I Shot Andy Warhol) sought to 
film it, using Toronto as a low- 
budget stand-in for New York. A 
group called Canadians Con¬ 
cerned About Violence in Enter¬ 
tainment (C-CAVE) took issue 
with the book’s supposed link to 
Canadian serial killer Paul 
Bernardo, and pressured many 
Toronto businesses (banks and 
restaurants vital to its look of 
posh ’80s decadence) to withdraw 
previously issued shooting per¬ 
mits. 

Earlier, the film had generated 
its own firestorm of publicity 
when ministudio Lions Gate 
pitched the project to megastar 
Leonardo DiCaprio. (Industry in¬ 
siders have asserted that Lions 
Gate’s main interest in shooting 
American Psycho was to gain a lit¬ 
tle Miramax-like clout, to move 
up the studio food chain to 
“major mini.”) When Leo ulti¬ 
mately passed on a reported $21 
million deal to play the well- 
togged serial killer, Lions Gate 
gave the project back to Press- 
man/Harron and their first choice 
to play Patrick, the young British 
actor Christian Bale (Velvet Gold¬ 
mine), trying to shake his type¬ 
casting as a cute Anglo boy play¬ 
ing a series of sexy fops in cos¬ 
tume dramas ( Little Women). 

Ellis is a little bemused that Di¬ 
Caprio and Bale would shoot it 
out to play a Yuppie Jack the Rip¬ 
per. “I have to give credit to the ac¬ 
tors, especially Christian Bale. I 
don’t know how he did it, I don’t 
know why he even wanted to do 
it. I don’t know why Leonardo Di¬ 
Caprio would want to do this role. 
You’ve got to be a psychotic, and 
you also have to give a comedic 
performance.” 

Ellis admits that he was proba¬ 
bly naive to think that readers 
would accept without serious 
protest the first-person rantings 
of a very unreliable narrator who, 
if he is to be believed, has sliced 
and diced his way through Mayor 
Ed Koch’s New York (with chap¬ 


ter headings such as “Tries to 
Cook and Eat Girl” or “Taking an 
Uzi to the Gym”). In some ways, 
American Psycho is a 400-page 
satirical riff on the theme “Yuppie 
Scum Must Die.” 

Men behaving badly 

“American Psycho was based 
on how society was reconforming 
itself to the yuppie ethic, and how 
everything seemed to change be¬ 
cause yuppies were so valued. I’m 
not talking just about business 
practices, but the culture in gen¬ 
eral — how books, film, theatre, 
art was reconfigured to yuppie 
taste. It was also a critique of male 
behavior, partly a critique of my 
lifestyle and partly a critique of 
my father, and how he made a lot 
of money and changed. It basical¬ 
ly was about the abuse of the free¬ 
dom that money brings you.” 

Ellis tried to give Patrick Bate¬ 
man a taste for things so refined, 
so outlandish, so banal, that read¬ 
ers couldn’t help but get the joke 
— violent scenes punctuated by 
fawningly detailed assessments of 
pop groups like Genesis or Huey 
Lewis and the News. Ellis admits 
that his narrative strategy was de¬ 
liberately ambiguous, and that 
Harron’s direction and screenplay 
(with Guinevere Turner) clarify 
the ambiguity so that filmgoers 
are given clues on how seriously 
to take the story. 

The path to the movie version 
of American Psycho is strewn with 
rejected screenplays, including 
one by Ellis, but is he bitter about 
the results? “I wish I could be 
more of the bratty artiste and 
moan that ‘Hollywood has ruined 
my book again.’ I did think they 
screwed up my first novel, Less 
Than Zero, when it was filmed in 
1987. I was expecting the same 
thing to happen, a total disaster. 
But I have to sheepishly admit 
that I like the movie, and I think 
they did a pretty good job.” 

The darkness of American Psy¬ 
cho was partly fueled by Ellis’s 
anger towards his father, a very 
unhappy man who abused his 
family. “My father had some 
problems — I don’t think he was 


ready to be a family man. The 
generation he grew up in dictated 
that you go to school and get mar¬ 
ried very young, and you move 
into a house and you have three 
children, period. And I don’t 
think my father really wanted to 
do that. I think he wanted a dif¬ 
ferent life, but he conformed to 
societal pressure. In the end, he 
started drinking and was fairly 
abusive towards my sisters, my 
mother and me. When he left the 
house, when I was 16, he wound 
up making an enormous amount 
of money during the Reagan ’80s, 
and he became even worse, much 
more unhappy. I do believe that is 
what clicked in my fiction and has 
influenced Less Than Zero and 
American Psycho, the idea that this 
money might bring you some sort 
of freedom, but it doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily bring you any form of hap¬ 
piness.” He adds that his next 
novel “will contain a father who is 
not Ward Cleaver.” 

Ellis admits to having an odd 
kind of symbiotic relationship 
with another gay writer. The 
themes of Less Than Zero and 
American Psycho have paralleled 
issues addressed by Dennis Coop¬ 
er in his novels of the gay sexual 
underground like Closer and Frisk. 
In particular, Frisk deals with a se¬ 
rial killer of teenage gay boys, was 
very controversial when pub¬ 
lished, and even more so when 
turned into a low-budget film shot 
in the Castro. “Dennis Cooper has 
said I’ve haunted his career in a 
weird way because Closer, his book 
about young gay kids in LA, 
seemed sort of marginalized by 
the success of Less Than Zero. If 
American Psycho was about a gay 
serial killer and his victims were 
men, would there have been such 
a controversy? That’s something 
that has haunted me and makes 
me think terrible things about our 
culture — that there wouldn’t be 
an outrage over that, and yet 
there’s an outrage over a man 
killing women.” T

el about Paris, rescuing potential 
victims of the guillotine, drawing 
attention only for their powder- 
puffed behavior. 

It’s a plot that allows for fanci¬ 
ful costumes, swordfights, comic 
exuberance, and soaring ballads. 
Wildhorn’s music may become 
mdodic mush shortly after it en¬ 
ters the ear, and Nan Knighton’s 
lyrics are of the easy-rhyme vari¬ 


ety, but the songs do give the three 
co-stars ample chance to display 
their vocal powers. 

Sills possesses a thrillingly spa¬ 
cious voice that, in addition to his 
matinee-idol looks and keen comic 
sense, makes this a memorable star 
turn. As Sir Percy’s French neme¬ 
sis, William Paul Michals effective¬ 
ly plays this Javert-like character, 
and sings with full-throttled com¬ 
mitment several songs that sound 
like they could have been lifted 
from Les Miserables. Amy Bodnar, 
as Sir Percy’s wife, is a proper com¬ 


bination of the feisty and the an¬ 
gelic, and also possesses an inviting 
voice. 

Still, this is Sills’s show, and he 
doesn’t disappoint. Just beware of 
that little slip of paper that starts 
off, “At this performance the role 
of Percy will be played by...” T

cops think Max murdered one of 
his tricks in Barcelona, and when 
Maria mistakes the pursuing cop 
for her blind date, things get com¬ 
plicated. These stories and various 
subplots (including one about a 
hunky nude model) are vaguely 
connected by a series of encoun¬ 
ters with drag queens who are out 
tripping the strobe-light fantastic 
at Monica’s Club Frenzy. 

Multiple orgasms 

It took three writer/directors to 
whip this potboiler into a multi¬ 
ple-orgasm experience, and they 
clearly relished their task. Alfonso 
Albacete, Miguel Bardem, and 
David Menkes share writer/director 
credit and a love for the nightlife 
that goes way beyond Alicia 
Bridges’ 70s disco anthem. The 
music (by Bardem and consultant 
Juan Cook) is an authentic 
house/techno mix which mirrors 
the incessant party-animal drive of 
the protagonists. Production de¬ 
signer Alain Bainee and costumers 
Paloma Lopez and Vito Y Vida cre¬ 
ate a throbbing visual palate that 
looks like Vivienne Westwood, on 
acid, designing the disco debut of 
Louis XIV. The whole production is 
over the top, but somehow it w'orks. 

Although we’ve seen all the el¬ 
ements of Not Love Just Frenzy be¬ 


fore, no one has put them togeth¬ 
er quite like this. The three 
writer/directors detail lives at the 
crest of a youthful wave, just be¬ 
fore it crashes on the shore of re¬ 
ality. The sexuality (homo and 
hetero) is frank and graphic; the 
club scenes are believable; and the 
soap opera plot is infused with a 
smart tongue-in-cheek humor 
that will make you laugh out loud 
on more than one occasion. When 
the major characters, assisted by 
the drag queens, collide in the 
Men’s Room of the disco to dis¬ 
pose of a body, the results are hys¬ 
terical. And the film ends with 
one of the most memorable 
blowjobs in the history of cinema. 

The characters of Not Love Just 
Frenzy perfectly embody the film’s 
title. Emotionally vapid, self-cen¬ 
tered and vain, they are incapable 
of creating deep or lasting human 
connections. This phenomenon 
results not only from their indi¬ 
vidual personalities, but the mi¬ 
lieu in which they travel. Some 
will emerge whole from the 
Madrid party circuit, and others 
will crash and burn. Did you ever 
wonder what it might be like to 
work as a barback at the Spanish 
disco du jour? By the time you 
leave the theater, you’ll know. T

explore more duet situations, sure. 
With Costello, with Tom Waits, with 
Lou Reed. There are a lot out there 
that I would love to do something 
with. With Randy Newman or even 
with a woman, on a duet. That 
would be fantastic. I would love to. 

It's interesting that you should 
mention women, because all of the 
songs on Punishing Kiss were writ¬ 
ten by men. Were there any female 
songwriters whose work you had 
considered for this project? 

Yes, I would love to work with 
Joni Mitchell or Tracy Chapman, 
with Bjork. I love Fiona Apple, for 
example. I don’t know why they’re 
only men. That’s really pure coin¬ 
cidence. I think we contacted 
Bjork, but I don’t know whether 
we contacted Joni Mitchell. 
Maybe for the next one, that 
would be fun. The next one, with 
lots of women writers. 

How were the five cities chosen 
for the tour on which you are 
about to embark? 

The album release had been 
pushed back, and we had to put 
the tour together really quickly. 
Immediately after this, I’m off to 
Europe, which had already been 
booked for a longer time. We just 
popped in five cities, the ones 
which were available really quick¬ 
ly. The rest, I will do in the fall. If 
the album works well, I will go for 
another tour in the fall and cover 


more cities. 

Will you be making a music video 
for any songs on the album? 

Yes, we made one for “The 
Case Continues.” It’s running over 
and over already on European 
VH1. I don’t know what’s going 
on with American VHl. It’s very 
hard to get into the American 
video thing, because it’s teenage 
chart music. It’s a fantastic video. 
Sophie Mueller did it. She does 
the Annie Lennox videos. 

As an artist who has performed 
on both the musical stage and in 
cabaret, you have a sizable gay 
following. Are you aware of a gay 
fan base, and is there anything 
you would like to say to them? 

Sure, I’m aware of them. A 
large part of the audience is gay. 
Yes, I love it. When I sing the 
cabaret songs from Berlin of the 
’20s, a lot of it is about sexuality, 
freedom of expression, freedom of 
sexuality, homosexuality, emanci¬ 
pation, about women’s rights. It’s 
about free love. They’re all deeply 
passionate songs. Anti-establish¬ 
ment. De-masking corruption in 
society. That is truly the context of 
these songs. But I also think it is 
maybe the style of performance. I 
go into a certain femme fatale 
consciousness that attracts a gay 
audience. I’m loving it. ▼

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Stonewall days. It is important to 
remember that even though there 
had been several all-black dance 
groups before, such as that of 
Katherine Dunham, who greatly 
inspired the young Ailey, his com¬ 
pany firmly placed black art in the 
white mainstream consciousness. 

Trying to make a connection 
with a member of the Ailey com¬ 
pany while on tour is harder than 
aiming at a moving target, but 
eventually I reached Troy Powell 
on the phone at his hotel in Ari¬ 
zona for an interview. As a nine- 
year veteran of the company who 
started his dance education in the 
Ailey School, Powell has spent 
more than two-thirds of his life as 
part of the “Ailey family,” and cur¬ 
rently teaches the company. 

Aimee Ts'ao: You started training 
at the Ailey School when you 
were quite young. How did that 
come about? 

Troy Powell: When I was nine 
years old, I started at the Ailey 
School in a program called the 
Arts Connection, which audi¬ 
tioned at my elementary school. 
Hundreds of kids tried out, and 
my brother and I were chosen. We 
went by bus at lunchtime to the 
Ailey School, where we had class¬ 
es in both modern dance and bal¬ 
let. It was a lot of fun, and some¬ 
thing to do to keep someone from 
the Inner City out of trouble. I 
graduated to the junior division, 
and then eventually to the schol¬ 
arship program. After that I was 
in the Ailey Repertory Ensemble, 
the training company, before I fi¬ 
nally joined the main company. 
Real stepping stones. 

It certainly proves that outreach 
programs can actually work. When 
did you get bitten by the dance bug 
and realize that you wanted to 
make dancing your career? 

We grew up on Michael Jackson 


the bug, and I knew that this was 
the company I wanted to dance for. 

What's the difference between 
how the company was when Ailey 
was still alive [he died in 1989] 
and how it is currently, under Ju¬ 
dith Jamison? 

I never danced in the company 
with Mr. Ailey, but I did do work¬ 
shops with him, and he also 
worked with me in the Ailey 
Repertory Ensemble. Mr. Ailey al¬ 
ways had a love and passion for 
reaching out to people, especially 
kids. He would take more time for 
his school, his students, than he 
would for his company. He wanted 
to invite everyone into his world. 

Then, it was more for the art of 
dance; and now, it seems like it is 
more for the business, which is 
great, because the company is still 
surviving. Although there is 
artistry, it is more of a business, 
and the passion and love is fading 
away. If you were fortunate to 
have had that “Ailey experience” 
with the man himself, then you 
know you still have that passion 
and love within the artistry, and 
you are out there dancing for the 
love of it, rather than the money. 
It’s not just a job. 

He started the company with 
nothing, and many people helped 
him and gave him the things he 
needed, so he wanted to give in re¬ 
turn. As a black man myself, it’s 
very inspiring to see that an orga¬ 
nization is still standing after 42 
years because of one man’s dream. 
And that gives me the incentive to 
want to teach and choreograph 
and share my knowledge, espe¬ 
cially with those who are less for¬ 
tunate. ▼

’93, and the other its latest pre¬ 
mieres from the current season 
plus the troupe’s signature piece 
Revelations, which appeared in 
embryonic form at the company’s 
debut in 1958. 

To appreciate the true.signifi¬ 
cance of these choices, you need to 
understand that this 42-year-old, 
internationally acclaimed dance 
institution started as the dream of 
a young impassioned choreogra¬ 
pher, Alvin Ailey, who began life as 
an impoverished black child in 
Texas. The creation of this compa¬ 
ny cannot be taken out of histori¬ 
cal context. In 1958, the Supreme 
Court had only a few years before 
ruled that schools must be inte¬ 
grated. As the fledgling troupe 
began garnering notice on inter¬ 
national tours, at home in New 
York, or touring the US, the civil 
rights movement was rapidly 
gaining momentum. Unlike 
Martha Graham’s company or 


George Balanchine’s New York 
City Ballet, which were vehicles to 
promote the choreography of each 
genius, Ailey envisioned a place 
where many black artistic voices 
would have a place to be seen and 
heard. 

We could easily take this re¬ 
markable dance company for 
granted, in the same way that liv¬ 
ing in San Francisco today can 
make the struggle for gay rights 
seem less pressing than in the pre- 


and the Jackson Five. We were al¬ 
ways dancing in the living room, 
outside, and for little street fairs. 
That’s where we got the feeling for 
movement, so when this program 
came up with the free training, we 
went with it. By the time I got to 
the Performing Arts High School, 
Ailey was a major part of my life. I 
really began to see the company 
and know some of the dancers in 
it. When I started really watching 
the performances, I got bitten by 
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Thomasina DeMaio portrays

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a ’ :<v o capture a moment, an emo¬ 
tion or expression has been 
the life’s work of one San 
Francisco artist. In a society that 
measures success through money 
and fame, Thomasina Josephine 
DeMaio has sought the opposite 
path, finding fulfillment by creat¬ 
ing art for charitable causes. 

“Some artists have grandiose 
ideas about getting famous and 
rich, but they’re missing the point,” 
says DeMaio. “They may begin by 
expressing themselves and their 
heart, but when they get into the 
business end of it, they are expect¬ 
ed to keep cranking out art, even if 
it’s not what they want to create.” 

As a figurative artist who paints 
and sculpts the human form, De¬ 
Maio has been creating art for 
charitable causes for over a decade. 
Most of her work centers on peo¬ 
ple who have been part of her life. 


Artist Thomasina DeMaio 


In December 1999, at Harvey’s 
in the Castro, DeMaio was made 
a Saint by the San Francisco chap¬ 
ter of the Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence, for her 1990 series of 
portraiture work on the Sisters. 
For DeMaio, it was a memorable 
experience. 

“It was exhilarating,” says De¬ 
Maio. “To be sainted while I’m 
still living makes me a living saint. 
They’re acknowledging that they 
believe in what I do. It was like a 
friend saying, ‘Thank you for 
helping me.’” 

DeMaio lives in San Francisco 
in a house that is a gallery as 
much as it is a home. Portraits 
and sculptures are present in each 
room. Faces and figures from her 
life stare out from every wall and 
corner space. Her voice drops to a 
whisper when she talks about her 
portraits and sculptures, as if she 
were revealing secrets about the 
people she painted. 

She has donated her paintings 
to help raise money for such char¬ 
itable nonprofits as the San Fran¬ 
cisco Firefighters Toy Program and 
the American Cancer Foundation. 

“Most of my work is volun¬ 
teer,” she says. “I’ve stayed away 
from doing gallery stuff. I would 
rather be out there creating what I 
want, while bringing people to¬ 
gether to raise money for a cause.” 

Born to draw 

DeMaio, 49, began her career 
relatively late in life. The third of 
six children, DeMaio was born 
and raised in Upstate New York. 
Her parents were both educators. 
The desire and ability to draw the 
human face came from the tute¬ 
lage of her late Uncle Joey. 


A work from the Angels in Whiteface show. 
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“My Uncle Joey, who was an 
artist and gay drag queen, turned 
me on to a lot,” DeMaio says. “He 
would make me do portraits, 
draw George Washington, and 
just copy faces on paper. He was 
something else.” 

After a couple of years in 
Boston as a pre-school teacher and 
street artist, DeMaio made her way 
to the West Coast. A self-described 
“flower child,” she came to San 
Francisco in 1973 and never left. 

She worked as a waitress and 
bartender. Eventually, she came to 
own a restaurant, Toppers, with 
three other partners. After selling 
her restaurant in 1980, she was 
able to attend the San Francisco 
Art Institute, where she received a 
BFA in 1983 and an MFA in 1985. 

DeMaio enjoyed her years at 
the San Francisco Art Institute. As 
a 29-year-old student, she came to 
school with more life experience. 
She was persistent about painting 
the human figure. 

DeMaio never veered from her 
desire to paint the human form. 
Her colleague and mentor, Bruce 
McGraw, feels DeMaio has affected 
the lives of people through her 
work. 

McGraw, 64, who lives in 
Alameda, has been a professor at 
the San Francisco Art Institute for 
over 30 years. He is also a noted 
figurative artist, whose works have 
been exhibited in galleries and mu¬ 
seums throughout the Bay Area. 

“She really likes people,” says 
McGraw. “Thomasina has a very 
large embrace of the spectrum of 
what goes on in human affairs 
and activities. She embraces life, 
creating paintings that affect us 
on personal terms.” 

From interviews with her sub¬ 
jects, DeMaio is able to paint their 
“essence.” The “essence” of a per¬ 
son can be derived from a unique 
expression or emotion. DeMaio 
captures the essence by adding 
depth to the eyes, or curving a 
smile. She uses oil paint on canvas 
for most of her paintings. 

“I love doing portraits, but it is 
tricky,” says DeMaio. “As you sit 
with a subject, you can see that per¬ 
son go through four or five moods, 
and you have to decide who the 
person is. If executed well, you tell 
as much as you can about them — 
that’s the story, their essence.” 

Focusing on the Sisters 

The focal point of much of her 
work has been her portrait and 
sculpture series on the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence in San Fran¬ 
cisco. The Sisters are a nonprofit 
organization of men who paint 


their faces and wear the habit of 
Catholic nuns. They hold benefits 
that raise money for charity- 
based causes. 

Last September, as a part of the 
Sisters’ 20th anniversary, a revival 
showing of 18 portraits and 21 
sculptures DeMaio had originally 
created in 1990 was shown at The 
Lab, an arts space in San Francisco. 

Impressed with their ability to 
raise awareness for AIDS-related 
causes, DeMaio contacted the Sis¬ 
ters to paint and sculpt them for 
free. Her work culminated in An¬ 
gels in Whiteface, a benefit that 
raised $15,000 for the AIDS 
Emergency Fund and the Mayor’s 
Homeless Fund. 

DeMaio received a certificate 
of honor and appreciation from 
the Board of Supervisors for the 
Angels in Whiteface exhibit. 
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A little of this, a

Had he 
contacted me, however, I could 
have saved him the trip, because 
the best coffee anywhere, Sumatra 
Mandehling Dark, is to be found 
at The Castro Cheesery, 427 Cas¬ 
tro St. Trust me.

T hese days Joe Ackerley’s rep¬ 
utation is something like 
that of Christopher Isher- 
wood before Cabaret made him a 
celebrity. He’s a respected British 
gay writer whom few people actu¬ 
ally read. 

Nonetheless, Ackerley’s stock 
has been rising. Since his death in 
1967, the British literati have 
given him the star treatment, 
publishing his letters and a full- 
dress biography ( AckerleyrThe 
Life of J.R. Ackerley by 
Peter Parker). And just 
this past year, The New 
York Review of Books 
reissued Ackerley’s 
major books (My Dog, 

Tulip; My Father and My¬ 
self; Hindoo Holiday; and 
We Think the World of 
You). Now readers can 
judge for themselves 
whether he should be 
raised from the grave. 

Born in 1896 (the same 
year as F. Scott Fitzgerald), 

J.R. Ackerley was a child of 
the Jazz Age but found being 
gay difficult in conservative 
London, where proposing a 
sex act could land one in jail. He 
earned his keep as an editor of the 
BBC magazine, commissioning 
articles by Virginia Woolf, W. H. 
Auden, and E.M. Forster (who be¬ 
came something of a mentor). 
Meanwhile, he wrote books so 
“out” that it’s hard to believe they 
were published at the time, and he 
led a wildly cruisy life. “Far more 
people have gone out of my life 
than have stayed in it — like a 
hotel,” he later commented. “And 
the rooms are mostly bedrooms.” 

After this glamorous youth, 
Ackerley did the unexpected. He 
fell in love with a dog. Years of 
cruising had left him unsatisfied, 
and he became smitten with a 
German shepherd named Quee- 
nie and withdrew altogether from 


affairs with men. He didn’t just 
love her, he gave up his sex life for 
her; and the two spent 16 years of 
wedded bliss. 

For those who might not un¬ 
derstand, Ackerley recorded the 
experience in My Dog Tulip (a 
book in which he renamed her, 
since “Queenie” might inspire 
snickers). There, he described his 
dog with the fascination of an an¬ 
thropologist going native. He did¬ 
n’t just adore her; he strove to un¬ 
derstand her activities, sanitary 
and otherwise, from her own 
point of view. 
Noting the sites 


at 

which she 
squatted, he decided that it was 
not by accident that she preferred 
freshly scoured stoops and mag¬ 
nificent gardens to reward with 
fluids. “Dogs read the world 
through their noses and write 
their history in urine,” he ex¬ 
plained. “She was endorsing these 
delectable things with her signa¬ 
ture, much as we underline a 
book we are reading.” 

This affair had its dark side, 
and his biographer records that 
Ackerley’s friends (most of whom 
hated the dog) “saw this devotion 
to Queenie’s every need as the 
culmination of a lifetime’s self- 
abasement before his lovers.” Ack¬ 
erley himself understood this 
point of view, and in his novel We

Dear old Dad 

He had long recognized that 
there was something wrong with 
his romantic life and began to ex¬ 
amine his family for signs of dys¬ 
function. He didn’t have to look 
hard. On his father’s death, it 
emerged that the old gentleman 
had raised two families without 
bothering to marry either “wife.” 
(He eventually wed Ackerley’s 
mother, but only after 
the children were 
grown.) Many sons 
would have wilted under 
such revelations, but 
Ackerley saw a book in 
them and spent the rest 
of his life writing it. 

My Father and Myself, 
an account of their rela¬ 
tionship, was not pub¬ 
lished until after Ackerley’s 
death, and provoked the 
usual backlash of scandal. 
Apart from the sexual dirt, 
Ackerley included 'details 
not for the squeamish — 
such as the color of his 
brother’s penis and the 
exact way his father picked 
his nose. Even his associates re¬ 
coiled, and Forster commented, “It 
seems so ill-tempered, and such a 
reproach to all his friends. I wish I 
could give him a good smack!” 

Ackerley probably grinned as 
he left this bombshell behind. “I 
am not anxious to spare the feel¬ 
ings of philistines,” he remarked, 
and when a friend complained 
that he upset his readers, he re¬ 
sponded, “To speak the truth, I 
think that people ought to be 
upset... Life is so important and, 
in its workings, so upsetting, that 
nobody should be spared.” 

Ackerley gave no quarter, and 
though his books can be hilarious 
(My Dog, Tulip), they are some¬ 
times pitiless and even cruel ( We 
Think the World of You). Common 
to all is a search for love — a quest 
Ackerley often made fun of, but 
could never shake. He inhabited a 
world where his own sexual lean¬ 
ings were taboo, and some of his 
ferocity no doubt stemmed from 
rage at his blighted affections. 
Whether joy or fury, he recorded 
his history with a gusto which de¬ 
lights readers to this day. The 
world he lived in has vanished, 
but Ackerley refuses to die. ▼

Lesbian and gay poetry collection

The World In Us edited by Elena 
Georgiou and Michael Lassell; 

St. Martin's Press, $29.95 

I n her 1977 essay “Poetry is Not 
A Luxury,” Audre Lorde wrote, 
“Poetry is... a vital necessity of 
our existence. It forms-the quali¬ 
ty of light within which we pred¬ 
icate our hopes and dreams to¬ 
ward survival and change, first 
made into language, then into 
idea, then into more tangible ac¬ 
tion. Poetry is the way we help 
give name to the nameless so it 
can be thought. The farthest hori¬ 
zons of our hopes and fears are 
cobbled by our poems, carved 
from the rock experiences of our 
daily lives.” Poets Elena Georgiou 
and Michael Lassell, who co-edit- 


ed the highly anticipated anthol¬ 
ogy The World In Us, Lesbian and 
Gay Poetry of the Next Wave, 
could not agree more. 

“In the 19th century, poets 
were widely read and had major 
impact,” says Lassell. “In other 
countries today, poems appear in 
daily newspapers next to the soc¬ 
cer scores. People are sent to jail 
or elected president for writing 
those poems. The notion that po¬ 
etry is obscure confuses people. 
Reading poetry is just like read¬ 
ing anything else.” 

“Why in this day of music 
videos are we so afraid of some¬ 
thing that takes ten minutes to 
read?” Georgiou laughs. “Because 
we’re still fighting high school 
English memories in which 
you’re taught to appreciate the 
language but not really know 
what’s going on. People see stan¬ 


zas and line breaks and think, 
‘Oh, I’m too stupid to get it.’ They 
want to think a poem means one 
thing. But it means what it means 
to you.” 

A native of Great Neck who 
studied at Colgate, the California 
Institute of the Arts and the Yale 
School of Drama (and actually 
graduated from all three), Lassell 
wrote his first verse at the preco¬ 
cious age of eight. 

“I was sitting in the back of 
my third grade classroom while 
my mom was having a teacher 
conference,” Lassell recalls, his 
voice lilting into the cadences of 
childhood. “I made a drawing of 
a little brook in a little landscape 
with little trees. Mom and the 
teacher still weren’t done, so I 
wrote a poem. It had the word 
‘beyond’ in it. That’s all I remem¬ 
ber. Knowing the word ‘beyond.’” 
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A native Briton of Cypriot de¬ 
scent, Georgiou trained as a 
dancer before embarking on a 
performing and teaching career. 
Under the illusion she might ob¬ 
tain “a marketable skill,” she emi¬ 
grated to New York and enrolled 
at Hunter College, where she 
promptly fell in love with poetry. 

“Audre [Lorde] had become 
too sick to teach,” Georgiou re¬ 
calls. “And Melinda Goodman 
took over for her. She gave me my 
first poem to read.” 

Today, Georgiou teaches to¬ 
morrow’s bards at Hunter, and 
her former teacher is a contribu¬ 
tor to The World In Us. Like her 
co-editor, Georgiou’s poetic 
memories extend far back in life. 

“When I was a child, my aunt 
had a very weak heart. Doctors 
said that having children would 
be a real risk. But she took the 
risk, had the baby and came 
hpme fine. During a visit home, I 
showed my first poem to my fam¬ 
ily and my aunt said, ‘Do you re¬ 
member when you wrote me a 
poem?’ I actually wrote her a 
poem when she came out of hos¬ 
pital. And I had completely for¬ 
gotten.” 

Reader-friendly 

But the work collected in The 
World In Us is very unlikely to be 
forgotten. Thanks to a brilliant 
decision by Lassell and Georgiou, 
the poetry is organized alphabet¬ 
ically by author, so readers can 
skip about with no fear they 
might miss something or worry¬ 
ing that they must finish reading 
one writer before exploring an¬ 
other. 

“You can just open it to a ran¬ 
dom page,” Lassell says. “Or you 
can start at the beginning and 
read straight through. We didn’t 
need an editorial comment on 
whose work resembles whose, or 
what something means. The 
readers will get it. They’ll decide 
for themselves.” 

Some readers may opt to start 
with familiar favorites like Alfred 


Corn, Dennis Cooper, Mark Doty, 
Marilyn Hacker, Minnie Bruce 
Pratt or Reginald Shepherd. Dive 
in and drift through the narrative 
passageways of Eileen Myles’ “An 
American Poem” or Beatrix Gates’ 
“Triptych.” 

Newcomers may want to jump 
into the lustrous poems of 
youngsters like Letta Neely, Justin 
Chin or energetic slam champ 
Regie Cabico, whose “Art in Ar¬ 
chitecture” forms an erect cock. 
Not feeling particularly focused 
today? Stream your conscious¬ 
ness to Robert Gluck’s “Bur¬ 
roughs” or Chrystos’ marvelous 
“I Suck”: “Did you come a little 
bit, Baby? Oh FUCK you.” Per¬ 
haps you’re in the mood for some 
snappy pop culture? Try David 
Trinidad’s “Things to Do in Val¬ 
ley of The Dolls (The Movie)” or 
Eloise Klein Healy’s shimmering 
“Louganis.” 

Like all poetry, The World In Us 
is the perfect relaxation elixir for 
our harried lives. One poem 
might take 15 minutes to read — 
no more than your morning com¬ 
mute — others last just 60 imag- 
istic seconds. So get a head start 
on that summer book bag. After 
all, from park lawn to beach blan¬ 
ket, poetry is the language of love, 
and you never know when you 
might need a little inspiration. 

This leads us to those of you 
who may have a little sex on the 
brain. Despair not, opportunity 
abounds. Flip from Georgiou’s el¬ 
egantly romantic “Intimate Mix¬ 
ture” to Olga Broumas’ sexually 
unapologetic “Tryst”: “The 
human cunt, like the eye, dilates 
with pleasure.” Suck up to Las- 
sell’s “Kissing Ramon” or Mark 
Wunderlich’s party-driven “Take 
Good Care of Yourself”: “It is a 
vision, I’m sure of this, of what 
heaven might provide — a sea of 
men all muscle, white briefs and 
pearls...” 

When all is said and done or, 
rather, written and read, the best 
description of this incomparable 
collection can be found in Lassell 
and Georgiou’s introduction. 
“ The World In Us is not just an in¬ 
vitation to enter the world that 
our minority poetry has become 
as the millennium turns,” they 
write, “but a statement — one we 
believe is supported by the work 
— that by ourselves we contain 
the world. We hardly need a place 
at anyone else’s table, when our 
own dining room is full to burst¬ 
ing.” V

“I was telling the public to 
support them,” DeMaio says of 
the Sisters. “Don’t get pissed be¬ 
cause they look like a blasphe¬ 
mous thing.”

Gordon L. Elkins, 54, who lives

S ex workers say the 
darnedest things, espe¬ 
cially about their tricks. 

“We share tips and warn¬ 
ings, we bitch about scam¬ 
mers, we brag and complain about our earnings, and we laugh and 
cry about the crazies,” declares young Matt Bernstein Sycamore, 
who is both a multitalented whore (he’s plied the trade as callboy, 
stripper, bodyworker, street hustler, phone sex operator, and porn 
model) and a writer of growing national repute, his work having ap¬ 
pearing in Best American Gay Fiction 3; Best Gay Erotica 2000; Ob¬ 
sessed; and Flesh & the Word 4, among other publications. 

Now Sycamore is touring North America from Chicago to Toron¬ 
to, Mineapolis to San Francisco, paying his way by hustling while 
dropping in at bookstores to read from and sign copies of Tricks 
and Treats: Sex Workers Write About Their Clients (Harring¬ 
ton Park Press/Haworth Press, 2000; $39.95 hard; $17.95 soft). As 
its editor, this anthology is his baby, and he’s a justifiably proud ho. 

It’s easy to imagine the authors of this volume’s 24 essays all hang¬ 
ing out together at a party, relating tales about their tricks to one an¬ 
other. What’s surprising is how 
stylish, articulate, and thought¬ 
ful this pack of whores turns out 
to be. Among them are women, 
men and transgender people 
serving the public as streetwalk¬ 
ers, porn models, clerks at erot¬ 
ic-video stores, escorts, strip¬ 
pers, masseurs, even sperm 
donors (the latter stretching the 
definition of sexworker, but with 
good reason since selling one’s 
seed involves certain perfor¬ 
mance skills, just like other sex 
work). They write with remark¬ 
able frankness and clarity about 
the people (men, mostly) who 
pay them to get off. The stories 
they tell range from hilarious to 
tragic, thought-provoking to 
climax-inducing; few are dull. All reveal truths rarely spoken about 
the nature of human sexuality and desire. And all reveal johns and 
hustlers alike with glaring honesty: 

“When we got to [the john’s] place, he was waiting for us; he was 
real twitchy and couldn’t stop moving his mouth around, crystal 
marks. I figured he’d been up for a least a day,” writes Gary Rosen in 
“Champagne Tastes on a Crystal Budget,” one of the more powerful 
pieces in the anthology, despite its comic-book street lingo (Rosen 
uses “cuz” a lot, as in: “he dared me to suck his cock right there, and 
I did, cuz I’ll do anything on a dare.”). 

“With a job like this,” admits hard-core “pro-dom” sexworker D- 
L Alvarez in “Scrapbook,” “it’s impossible to find a boyfriend.” 

“It’s a good thing we are here for the johns,” writes sexologist and 
celebrated author Carol Queen in “Toward a Taxonomy of Tricks,”. 
. . “The johns need the whores’ touch. We make them feel safe 
enough to drop their pants and talk about what they want.” 

Nina Hartley takes that sentiment a step further in “Bodhisattvas 
Among Us: Compassionate Sex Workers,” one of the volume’s sev¬ 
eral clunky think pieces (and the least biting, ironic, and explicit 
essay in the bunch, making it the least engaging): “What is wonder¬ 
ful about sex work is its dual reality as both a bona fide healing art 
and legitimate artistic expression.” 

“Letting a john get to know the real you crosses a dangerous line,” 
advises Christopher Boyd in “Getting Fucked,” “— solid fantasies are 
not built on the shallow sands of reality.” 

As often as not in these essays, the focus strays from the clients to 
the sexworkers themselves, and in this respect the book misses its 
intended mark. Self-centeredness overtakes several of the writers. 
Still, it’s rarely the tricks, however colorful and kinky, who command 
our attention; it’s the whores who really grab our gonads. ▼

L ast weekend saw yet another

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Charming our pants off

H ere’s a real novelty — a 
porn video that dares to 
underwhelm in its ap¬ 
proach. It stands apart from that 
huff and puff and blow your 
house down school of porn. Even 
its music is of a type unheard in 
other videos. Yet it certainly gets 
where you want a porno to go: the 
first sex sequence stars Blake 
Harper at his typical deep-lovin’, 
long- and slow-stroking best. It’s 
just that where most porn wants 
to be a fast ride in a souped-up 
hot rod, and forget the shock ab¬ 
sorbers!, this one aims at a quiet, 
cushioned ride in a luxury sedan. 

Exhibition tells us it’s a little 
different at the very start. For one 
thing, it starts in black and white. 
We’re at an art gallery, where a 
small jazz combo provides the 
suitably classy music for an 
opening of a photo show. 
Casually dressed young 
men (and a few 
women) sip white wine 
and look at the pho¬ 
tographs. And, shyly, 
slyly, at each other. Eyes 
connect, 
and the 
scene dis¬ 
solves into 
full color for the following morn¬ 
ing, on a summery porch where a 
pretty lad sips his morning coffee 
as Blake Harper casually caresses 
his nipple. They kiss and caress 
unhurriedly, but before long, 
Blake is suavely guiding his cock 
into the boy’s mouth. 

Things are getting pretty juicy 
now, with a lot of display of Harp¬ 
er’s tasty cock, maximized in size 
and hardness by expert videogra- 
phy. You’d expect the music to 
change as the scene picks up 
steam, from the subtle jazz waltz 



of the art gallery to some porno 
movie thump-thump. Well, it 
doesn’t. It takes a while before you 
realize you’re actually listen¬ 
ing to non-porno kind 
of music here. So it’s 
cocktail party stuff, 
but what a relief. And 
, then, how groovy. 
Finally, how elegant. 
And that’s how it 
goes, in this confidently 
made 
charmer 
by direc¬ 
tor Drew 
Warner. He’s young, still in his 
20s, and he’s making some inter¬ 
esting videos. In Exhibition, the 
sex is as stimulating as any you’ll 
find elsewhere, but it’s delivered 
with a soft sell that is practically 
unique. I found the approach 
quite refreshing. 

I’m skipping over Harper 
here, or I’d spend far too much 
time drooling over his fucking 
technique, which exploits the full 
length of his cock, with variances 
of depth and speed of thrust. He 
sure knows how to pleasure a 


guy, and takes his time. The sec¬ 
ond scene brings us a trio of 
freshmen buddies in an outdoor 
shower, while the third finds 
Logan Reed and partner rum¬ 
pling some designer sheets. Then 
it’s time for Damien Ford, a so¬ 
phisticated-looking man who’s 
perhaps the only porn star I fan¬ 
tasize about seeing in a three- 
piece suit. He looks like a Hugo 
Boss model, and I love a man in a 
three-piecer. Ford doesn’t wear 
anything here, except his gaunt, 
worldly expression, and the 
three-piecer he flaunts at a 
younger boytoy is two balls be¬ 
neath his meaty mancock. The fi¬ 
nale finds hunky Johnny James, 
as the artist whose work is being 
displayed at the gallery, slipping 
out of the opening into a side- 
room for an on-the-spot tryst. 

The look of the video’s assorted 
studmuffins — moussed hair, nat¬ 
ural builds, vibrant health, lotsa 
teeth — is right out of the Aber¬ 
crombie & Fitch catalogue, al¬ 
though you won’t find these big 
hard-ons in there. The look of the 
video is pretty slick too, with some 
scenes, especially the Damien Ford 
coupling, looking like a Jonathan 
Black photograph come to life. 
There’s a brief return to the art 
gallery between each scene, and 
the casually swinging music re¬ 
mains the same throughout, help¬ 
ing to maintain the beguiling, lazy 
mood, even when the action heats 
up. There’s a nifty cooling off, too: 
when the final scene has ended, 
and the partners are in mid-kiss, 
the scene freezes, and turns to 
black and white. The camera pulls 
back, and we see the scene turned 
into a photograph at the art 
gallery. And then we realize that,all 
the photos in the-exhibition are of 
the sex scenes we’ve watched in 
Exhibition. A snappy ending hid¬ 
den in the snapshots. ▼
